Lonpon, April 12.—There is still nothing 
but Boulanger and Bismarck in the European 
papers. Reports from the Department of the 
Nord show that the electoral campaign there 
has reached fever heat. Meetings are being 
held everywhere, and they are generally at- 
tended by scenes of excitement and turbulence, 
with a vast amount of noise, the singing of the 
‘Revenant Revue,” and wild interruptions. 
The current seems to be running steadily 1n the 
direetion of Gen. Boulanger. The bulk of his 
vote will be cast by the Bonapartists, who 
of themselves are ina majority in the depart- 
ment. He is also supported by the Radicals as 
a body and by a certain section of the Socialists. 
The opposition to him has crystallized around 
whatis known as the Opportunists, but prob- 
ably contains a good many Legitimist Orleanists 
in odd conjunction with the larger and ultra 
wing of the Anarchists. Every Boulangist 
epeech is mads up of equal parts of eulogy 
of Gen. Boulanger and attacks on M. 
Jules Ferry. These latter never fail 
to be received with deafening yells of “ A bas le 
Tonkinois.” A study of these speeches and pop- 
ular interjections help to solve the problem why 
‘Gen. Boulanger is so much stronger in rurat 
(France than in Paris. The country is deeply in- 
terested in the army, which annually drains off 
the pick of its sons and hates Jules Ferry because 
‘he sent these sons to die and suffer in Asia, while 
it loves Gen. Boulanger because he, as Minister 
of War, tried to make their military service 
more comfortable. Busy, volatile Paris dees 
not specially miss those ofits children who are 
drafted off into the ranks or pay special heed to 
‘them when they return. But it is different in 
Villages and onfarm:. Nothing is talked of in 
‘French political circles but Sunday’s election 
mand what will follow its expected result. 
There are al] sorts of rumors of Gen. Bou- 
amanr’a intentions, the most circumstantlal of 
whichis that he wiil take a place in the Chamber, 
make @ speech demanding a dissolution of 
the Chambers anda revision of the Constitu- 
tion, and then resign and stand for the next 
vacancy, repeating these tactics till a dissolu- 
tion is forced, when he will run in every depart- 
ment and secure a popular voie which will 
amecunt toa plebiscite. Already in various de- 
partments 230,000 votes have been cast for 
him. The Department of the Nord will raise 
tuls to nearly 400,000. All this has suddenly 
become gravely ominous for the republic. 

Prince Bismarck has not won his fight. This 
‘is evident from the fact that he gives no word 
of rebuke to his infatuated partisans of Breslau, 
Leipsic, and Dresden who are holding meetings 
and circulating petitions asking the Kaiser on 
no account to lose the services of the Chancel- 
lor. Suchanagitationisas unworthy of the great 
man as itis unheard of in a monarchical coun- 
try. Itis noteworthy that the National Liberal 
Party is foremost in this undignifie® work. 
There are no trustworthy accounts of the prog- 
ress of the dispute inside the Palace of Charlot- 
tenburg, but there is a growing belief that Bis- 
‘Marck will get the worst of the contest and a 
well-defined rumor that Prince Hohenlohe, 
Stadtholder of Aisace-Lorraine, has been 
offered the post of Chancellor in suc- 
cession to him. There are numerous 
signs, also, going to confirm my original 
statement of the existence of a serious political 
divergence between the Kaiser and the Chan- 
eellor. 

The Count of Paris was in London to-day. I 
understand that there is going to be a family 
conclave of the Orleans family at Sheen House, 
Twickenham, on Sunday, to settle the attitude 
of the Princes toward Gen. Boulanger, and I 
nm informed thatit will be attended by a man 
who has close relatious with Gen. Boulanger 
and is in his confidence. 

There was alot of wild talk in sporting circles 
last night that Merry Hampton, which was a 
heavy favorite for yesterday’s City and Subur- 
ban, bad been hocussed, and the Standard to- 
day gives editorial weight to the charge. But 
one of the most trustworthy sporting editors 
tells me that there is nothing in it. 

Much interest was manifested in Masonic cir- 
cles to-day in the solemn funeral observance for 
the late Kaiser held by Pilgrim Lodge, which is 
the chief German lodge in London. The cere- 
mony, which was attended by 300 persons, in- 
cluding many dignitaries, was in the Temple 
here, which was elaborately and expensively 
decorated with funeral emblems. Over the 
Master’s chair was a beautiful display of 
heraldic figures with the colors of Germany, 
England, Denmark, and America. The cata 
falque stood with its head toward the Senior 
Warden. It was draped heavily, surmounted 
by a laurel-crowned bust of William and sur- 
rounded by candles. The services included 
three orations and alotof superb music usder 
Gavz, closing with Mozart’s Bundeslied, which 
Was sung with hands clasped all around the 
lodge. 


GERMANY’S TROUBLED MONARCH. 
HIS CONDITION WORSE—RUS3SIA AND 
THE BATTENBERG AFFAIR. 


3ERLIN, April 12.—Owing to fits of 
coughing last night the condition of Emperor 
Frederick was less satisfactory this morning. 


‘The Emperor received the usuai State reports 
at noon. 


The Crown Prince and Princesses of Greece 
and the Prince of Saxe-Meiningen visited Prin- 
cess Victoria to-day and offered their ‘congratu- 
lations, this being her birthday. 

Prince von Hoheulohe, Governor-General of 
Alsace-Lorraine, has been questioned at Stras- 
burg as to how he would receive an offer to suc- 
ceed Prince Bismarck. His answer was evasive. 

The Post states that at the conclusion of her 
long conference with Prince Bismarck the Em- 
press grasped the Chancellor's two hands and 
Said: “I sacrifice my daughter on the altar of 
the Fatherland.” Other papers print various 
reports, One story is to the effect that Prince 
Bismarck before the conference formally tend- 
ered hisg resignation, but that the Emperor re- 
fused to accept it. The worry over the crisis 
has had a bad effect upon the Emperor’s health. 
The rumor that another swelling has appeared 
in hig larynx is repeated to-night. 

The Cologne Gazelle states that Prince Bis- 
marck’s interview with the Empress on Tuesday 
and his audience with the Emperor yesterday 
resulted in bringing the question of the mar- 
riage of Princo Aiexander and Princess Victoria 
toastandstil.L The crisis, in so far as it relates 
to the Chancellor, is not likely to reach a more 
acute stage within the near future. 

Dispatches from Vienna aftirm that the inter- 
view between Prince Bismarck and the Czar in 
November isst had reference to the proposed 
inarriage of Prince Alexander and Princess 
Victoria, and thut the Chancellor at the time 
declared that such marriage should never take 
piace, at least while his advice was accepted. 

Baron Roggenbach will cause a semi-ofticial 
statement to be issued at Karlsruh, denying that 
he has any personal pretensious to any oflictal 
post, not even in the case of Chancellor Bis- 
marck’s rotirement. The Baron upon all oc- 
casious has strongly muintaned the necessity of 
keeping Prince Bismarck at the head of affairs. 

The North German Gazette, reterring to the 
attacks of the Progressist newspapers upon 
Prince Bismarck for what they term his officious 
interference in imperial family affairs, says: 
“Such insinuations ake as littleimpression upon 
Emperor Frederick as similar criticisms from 
the sume source did on his deceased father. 
Prince Bismarck was appointed Chancellor of 
the Empire by both that thcy might receive re- 
sponsible advice according to his knowledge and 
conscience. They never dovdtied that Prince 

would watch over the interests of the 


imperial dynasty as attentively as over the in- 
terests of the country. This confidence stands 
quite apart from the question whether or not 
the Chancellor remains Prime Minister. It 
would have no existence if it were thought pos- 
sible that the Chancellor could belie his convic- 
tions and act dishonestly toward the Emperor 
in order to remain in office.” 


St. PETERSBURG, April 12.—The Journal 
de St. Pétersbourg, referring to the proposed 
marriage of Prince Alexander of Battenberg and 
Princess Victoria, daughter of the German Em- 
peror, says: ‘Facts cannot be effaced from the 
pages of history. Every one knows. the causes 
whioh ahenated Prince Alexander from his au- 
gust protector, and every one remembers the 
Jate Emperor William’s condemnation of the 
Prince’s actions, which were not only ungrate- 
ful but compromised the peace of Europe. 
Who knows,” says the paper, “but that the 
placing of Prince Alexander ina new and 
high position might rekindle thoughts of his 
return among the leaders of the Bulgarian revo- 
lution, and, notwithstanding assurances to the 


,contrary, deter the establishment of tranquillity 
‘in the Balkans and also of pacific relations be- 
tween the powers. The question is how to recon- 


cile these possible consequences with Prince 
Bismarck’s programme and Emperor Frederick’s 
pacitic views and friendly aesurances. Weare 
certain that the German policy will know how 
to weigh the consequences and prevent possible 
dangers to the relations between Russia and 
Germany and to the general peace.” 


THE MISSISSIPPI RISING 


AND PEOPLE IN THE LOWLANDS SEEK 
REFUGE IN THE BLUFFS. 

Sr. Paun, Minn., April 12.—The water in 
the river passed the dungor line for the people 
on the flats on the northwest side of the river at 
2 o'clock this morning. Avthat hour a man and 
his wife, who had been asleep in bed, were 
awakened by the noise of water gurgling 
inte the room through the door. They jumped 
ous of bed and into four inches of water. The 
settlement in that vicinity was at once aronsed, 
and the people saw their danger and began to 
prepare to move. The water had begun to pour 
‘through the opening in the levee left at the place 
where the bridge is being built, though 


it had risen to within several feet of the top of 
the levee. Oneor two families moved out yes- 
terday, but before daylight this morning a num- 
ber found if neceasary to vacate their shanties, 
The water rose two feet between 2 and § o’clock 
this morning. The people who live in that part 
of the city are all foreigners, Scandinavians, 
Italians, Bohemians, Germans, «c., and tbey are 
very poor. Some of the houses are scarcely 
more than 6 by 8 feet in size, and of the most 
frail construction. At 8 o’clock many families 
were moving out, the water standing two or 
three feet in thelr houses. Househoid eftects 
were piled along the levee. 

Operations on the new bridge at the river 
have been stopped, though work is continued en 
the bluff north of the railroad ®vacks. On the 
river bank the derricks and hoisting engines are 
under water. The people who are torced to 
move are eeeking refuge on the bluffs and in 
other parts of the city. Not much difficulty has 
thus far been experienced, though the people 
have little money and can with difficulty pay 
the expenses attending their removal. This 
morniug the water stood at 13 feet at the Signal 
Service gauge. This ia within one foot of the 
danger line and three and a half feet higher than 
the highest point reached last year. 

The water is rising at the rate of three-quar- 
ters of aninch per hour. A large assembly of 
spectators throng the levee and a close eye is 
kepton the water mark. The freshet of the 
Minnesota isthe main cause of the swelling of 
the Mississippi. The latest reports are to the 
effect that the water in the Minnesota is falling. 
In that case the dangers of a serious tlood here 
are not so great. 


La Crossk, Wis., April 12.—The Mississip- 
pi River has risen a tout since last night and*is 
stiliswelling. Millions of logs broke away on 
the Chippewa and Beef Slough and passed into 
the Mississippi, lodging at Trempeaiau, where 
they form a dangerous impediment. Steamboat 
men have been sent up to save the loge and re- 
lieve the jam. 


GRAND Rapips, Wis., April 12.—The 
business men on the water front are deserting 
their stores to-day, and if the ice gorge is not 
broken to-night the principal thoroughfares of 
the city will be inundated. Great excitement 
prevails. The flood is the greatest ever known 
in that vicinity. Theloss by the deatruation of 
the bridge between Grand Rapids and Centralia 
will aggregate $10,000.

THEY ALL WANT BLAINE. 


VIEWS OF THE OREGON DELEGATES TO 
THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 
PoRTLAND, Oregon, April 12.—The Re- 
publican State Convention chose as Presiden- 
tial Electors William Kapus of Portland, Robert 
McLean of Linkville, and C. W. Fulton of Asto- 
ria. The following delegates to the National 
Convention were elected: Z. F. Moody of The 
Dalles, Rufus Mallory of Portland, J. E. Bean of 
Pendleton, F. P. Mays of The Dalles, J. W. Cu- 
sick of Albany, and J. Bourne, Jr., of Portland. 
The convention adjourned sine die at 1 o’clock 

this morning. 

Five out of the six delegates to the National 
Convention were in this city to-day and were 
questioned by THE TIMES’S correspondent as to 
their Presidential preferences. It may be said 
that Blaine is decidealy the first choice of every 
man, but all are inclined to think that they will 
have no opportunity to vote for him. Rutus 
Mallory said: “I really have not given the mat- 
ter much consideration, but with Blaine out of 
the way I should say Harrison or Gresham, with 
a slight preference for Harrison. For Vice- 
President I favor Hawley. You may 
say that I am for the strongest men, 
whoever they may be.” J. W. Cusick said: 
‘Blaine is my first choice, but I suppose ho may 
be considered not a candidate, Outside of him I 
really have no preference. { would cheerfully 
support Sherman, Gresham, Allison, Harrison, 
or Hawley. Iam for the strongest man.” F. P. 
Mays said: “ [f Blaine is not a candidate I hard- 
ly know whom I will favor; most probably 
Gresham. He or Harrison would make an ex- 
cellent head to the ticket. For Vice-President 
Hawley or Lincoln would be very strong.” J. 
Bourne, Jr., said he had nochoice. J. E. Bean 
said: ‘‘Outside of Blaine I have no choice be- 
tween the six or seven prominent men men- 
tioned. Anyone of them will sult me.” The 
sixth delegate, ex-Gov. Z. F. Moody, did not at- 
tend the convention, hence he could not be seen.

HIS CHANCES GROW SLOWLY 


MR. OONKLINGS PHYSICIANS 
MORE HOPEFUL. 

NO LONGER WILDLY DELIRIOUS, 
SLEEPING MOST OF THE TIME—HIS 
STURDY FRAME MUCH WASTED— 
NOTES OF A DAY. 

Roscoe Conkling was sleeping quietly at 
midnight, with the promise of passing a rest- 
ful night. When his physicians left him a 
littie earlier they were more hopeful for 
the life of their patient than they had 
been for threes days. They were guarded, of 
course, in their remarks, but so much it was im- 
possible for them to disguise. 

Mr. Conkling’s condition throughout yester- 
day was oue of general apathy. His repose was 
undisturbed by raving, and he was generally in 
natural command of his,mental faculties; but his 
temperature kept up at the danger point—101°. 
Since about 3 o’clock on Wednesday afterncon 
he has made no effort to get up. For some hours 
he slept, but since about 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning he has simply dozed the time away, 
most of the time muttering in weak delirium, 
but occasionally, especially when aroused by his 
attendants to take his medicines ora little milk 
or beof tea, he has been awake and conscious, 
and has spoken pleasantly to his ever-watchful 
wife or some attendant. 

According to prearrangement Drs. Fordyce 
Barker and Sands ealled shortly after 9 o’clock. 
They found their patient awake and conscious, 
and made preparations te dress the openings in 
the mastoid process. But to this they could not 
bring Mr. Conkling to consent. All their per-

“suasions were met with violent opposition from 
him. He had grown supersensitive about the 


wound and could not endure having the band- 
ages removed. But the physicians were not to 
be swerved from their prefessional duty. Dr. 
Sands went in haste to his office and returned 
with a case of instruments and his assistant, 
Dr. Kemp. Michael O’Toole and Patrick Murray, 
two Hotfman House porters, were called in to 
help restrain the efforts of the sufferer to fight off 
the attempt to rebandage the wounds and, with 
their assistance, Mr. Conkling was held while 
ether was administered to him, and he was 
brought to a passive condition. Then the phy- 
sicians proceeded to dress the wound, during 
the operation finding it necessary twice to re- 
peat the administration of, the ether. The pa- 
tient continued to struggle against the opera- 
tion, but notwithstanding all his attempts to 
grasp at the bandages he was restrained and the 
wound was dressed. No suppuration had taken 
place, and, after renandagivg, Mr. Conkling’s 
bed was rémade, and he was left to such repose 
as he could find in dozing. Dr. Barker returned 


‘again at 11 e’clock to ascertain how the sufferer 


had been affected by the excitement attending 
the dressing of his wound, but found no per- 
ceptible change in his condition. 

During the day the number of sympathetic 
eallers was large. Some of them were fortunate 
enough to find Mrs. Conkling able to receive 
them and hopeful that her husband would over- 
come his insidious enemy. She had secpred 
several hours of refreshing slu:nber while her 
huaband slept, and was much strengthened 
thereby. Asifan apology for taking needea 
repose were necessary, she remarked that she 
would need ail the strength she could get, and 
had to conserve her resources the best she 
could with every opportunity that offered. 
Among those who were permitted by the physi- 
cians to see Mr. Conkling and were recognized 
by him were Isaac H. Bailey, Aiderman Aifred 
R. Conkling, and Judge Shipman. Other callers 
were Mayor Hewitt. Bishop Coxe, Gen. Roger 
A. Pryor, Judge Hooper C. Van Vorst, John Jay 
Knox, Roswell P. Fiower, David Dows, Judge 
George 8S. Batcheller, Senator Leiand Stanford, 
Col. Fred D. Grant, 8. B. Elkins, August Bel- 
mont, and Mra. Fordyce Barker. Judge Coxe 
was in constant attendance upon his unclo 
throughout the day, and helped Mrs. Conkling 
and Mrs. Oakman to receive some of the callers. 

At 4 o’clock Drs. Barker and Sauds found it 
necessary to examine the wound to see if any 
inflammution had ensued upon the morning’s 
dressing. They experienced the same difficulty 
in inducing Mr. Conkling to submit go the 
examination. Again the porters were called in 
and againthe ether was administered. Aftdr 
the visit Dr. Barker reported the condition of 
his patient as slightiy improved. ‘“ I will not 
say that there has been a great improvement, 
but so far as there 1s any Change perceptible in 
his condition I think itis for the better. I think 
he now has one Chance in ten for his lifo. Yes- 
terday I should say that his relative chances 
were but one in twenty-five, and before that one 
in a hundred; and so, you see, that althouga he 
is not by any means out of danger, there has 
been some improvement and there is now a bet- 
ter basis for hope than there has been. If no 
complications arise I think he will pull through.” 

“Mr. Conkling is making a gallant struggle 
for life. He is a natural athlete and looks upon 
illness as @ Weakness unbecoming to @ man. 
When he is forced to groan in pain you may 
take it for certain that it must amount to tort- 
ure. His will power is strong, and he has ex- 
erteditto the utmost to overcome the impulse 
to groan and complain. To-day his nervous 
strength, which two or three days ago made 
him rave and tear through his rooms in anguish, 
seems to have deserted him entirely. In those 
terrible strains his nervous, muscular, and 

hysical strength was very rapidly diminished. 

Yow he is calin and quiet, and makes no effort 

to arise. He is not by any means as strong as 
he was, but I hope his strength will last to pull 
him through.” 

From a gentleman who has been much by Mr. 
Conkling’s side during his illness it was. learned 
that the sutferer presents a most haggard and 
emaciated appearance. His luxuriant hair had 
to be cut away from the left side of his head 
where the incisions were made, and of the 
robust, strong, and healthy man he was three 
weeks ago there remains now only an emaciated, 
skeleton frame, with meagre muscular covering. 
He bad lost during the last 10 days over 60 
pounds of his former weignt. 

The physicians paid their last visit of the day 
to the invalid at 9 o'clock and remained an hour. 
Dr. Barker said when ho came out that he had 
found Mr. Conkling seemingly asleep and did 
not disturb him more than to feel his pulse, but 
after standing by his bedside a few moments 
Mr. Conkling turned his face toward him, 
opened his eyes, and exclaimed in a 
low voice, * Ah, doctor, [um glad to see you.” 
He reached out his hand and took that of the 
doctor’s in friendly grasp. Then he turned over 
again and went tosileep. The doctor motioned 
to everyone to be quietand left himso. Mrs. 
Coukling he directed to go to sleep. She de- 
murred alittle, but upon the assurance of the 
physician that she would not be needed during 
the night she suffered herself to be overruled. 
Dr. Anderton and the nurse were to watch by 
the bedside of the sick man during the night, 
and the physicians were not to be back until 
this morning. ;

“Tt is quite probable that the initiativeattack was 
otitis media, which was attended with suppuration 
in the tympanic cavity and the adjoining cavity of 
the antrum. Nature failing to make au exit for the 
pus through the drumhead, the disease extended 
itself to the mastoid cells and the meninges. The 
— aspect of the disease is explained by the 

roken-down condition of the patient at the time of 
the attack, it being well known that under such con- 
ditions the inflammatory process is Virulent and apt 
to extend into neighboring parts, involving not only 
the mastoid cells but the meninges of the 
brain, and the periosteum overlying the mas. 
toid. The management of these cases is manfestly 
in the direction of prompt evacuation of pent-up 
secretions. At the earliest possible moment a free 
incision is to be made in the abscess, which in these 
cases is far up into the tympanium, and which is 
not generally reached by the ordinary puncture of 
the drumhead. When the disease has tah rot 
further, Wilde's incision and perforation of the 
mastoid give relief, but, unfortunately, both opera- 
tions are resorted to when too late to be of any 
benefit. It is to be hoped that in the case of the 
distinguished Senator the rule regarding the opera- 
tion may have its exception, and ultimate recovery 
take place; but as purulent pachymeningitis has 
already doclared itself, the chances are on the 
wrong side.”

LAWLESSNESS IN CUBA. 


THERE IS NO ORGANIZED BODY OF 
BANDITS IN THE COUNTRY. 

Havana, April 12.—The great prominence 
given to stories concerning a state of lawlese- 
ness which is supposed to have existed during 
the past Winter in Cuba, and not only in the 
suburban districts, but in the heart of this its 
metropolis, has resulted in a rigid investigation 
as to the origin of these rumors. A recent 
gathering in this city of prominent officials from 
most all the districts of the island afforded an 
opportunity for an exchange of opinion on this 
subject of such great importance to the main- 
tenance of law and order. The result of all these 
inquiries and statements shows that there 
is no organized body of bandits or law breakers, 
and that the authorities aro in com- 
plete control from one end of the island 


to the other. In Havana itself, which was 
at one time reported as being infested with 
& Villainous band of garroters, prominent for- 
eign officials unite with the Government in 
stamping the stories as absurdly ridiculous and 
without any more foundation than could be ob- 
tained in any other large city, in the slums and 
purlieus of which there is always crime to be 
found. Long-standing feud, added to the im- 
petuosity of hot Cuban blvod and a desire for 
vengeance, resulted in several acts of violence 
being committed some months ago in the city, 
but the police were soon on the track of the of- 
fenders, and nothing was developed in the shape 
of an organized band of law breakers. 

A well-known merchant on business in Cuba, 
representing one of the largest tobacco houses 
in New-Orleans who bas in the course of his 
trauesactions been all over the island, has heard 
of but one case in the past year or two which 
could possibly give rise to such reports. The 
case was that of a young girl of wealthy parents 
who was abducted and held vpntil ransoned. Such 
reports of lawlessness have been freely circulat- 
ed and the credence given them throughout the 
United States... There can be no question about 
the fact that these rumors of reported troubles 
have greatly lessened the travel this way during 
the past season. For years there have not been 
so few tourists in Cuba as were seen during this 
Winter, and all unite in attributing this unusual 
state of attairs to these stories, which show any- 
thing but the true state of the case, but which 
have unfortunately been spread broadcast over 
the land before the efforts made to deny them 
gg had an opportunity to make themselves 
elt. 


GETTING OUT OF OILDOM. 


WHOLE COLONIES EMIGRATING FROM 
THE OIL REGIONS. 
TITUSVILLE, Penn., April 12.—Railroad 
agents and representatives of Western land 
Syndicates are taking advantage of the shut- 
down in the oil regions and are working emi- 
gration schemes with much success. Several 
colonies have already left and others are get- 
ting ready togo. Recruits have been obtained 
from Titusville, Oil City, Bradford, and Frank- 
lin, but mostly from the smaller towns, Tion- 


esta, in Forest County, has been a sufferer from 
the emigration schemers, and likewise almost 
every township in the county. Public meet- 
ings have been held by the boomers and not a 
little enthusiasm created. 

The inducements held out are low railway 
fares and cheap lands in Oregon or Washing- 
ton Territory. In Venango County families 
have left from each of the following places: 
Rockland, Pleasantville, Shamburg, Polk, Petro- 
leum Centre, Dempseytown, Centreville, Em- 
lenton, and Foxburg. The same reports are 
received from Clarion and Warren Counties. 
The boomers dwell upon the shut-down in the 
oil country, but five of twelve months of which 
are passed, and paint glowing pictures of the 
garden spot of the universe that lies in Oregon. 
This exodus from the oil regions is In great 
contrast with the early days of the oil excite- 
ment, when all creation was rushing into these 
towns.

THE REFORM CLUB'S GUESTS 


A HOUSE-WARMING IN 
NEW QUARTERS. 
MANY WELL-KNOWN MEN PRESENT AND 
ADDRESSES BY JAMES RUSSELL LOW- 
ELL, GEORGE W. CURTIS, AND OTHERS. 
Last night the Reform Club took formal 
possession of its new home, at’12 East Thirty- 
third-street, and signalized the event by 
& house-warming, which proved to be 
® prodigious success. The Reform Club 
was organized Jan. 13, of this year, 
and commemorated its birth by a dinner on Jan. 
21 at the Metropolitan Opera House. This gave 
the club a gratifying start and applications for 
membership poured in so fast that to-day there 
are 748 elected members. It became necessary 
to secure ahouse, and the present house has 
been leased for a term of one year, with the 
privilege of renewal, although it is confidently 
expected thatby May, 1889, the club’s momber- 
ship will have so increased that it will be neces- 
sary to secure larger quarters. 


The present building is a roomy three-story 
and basement house, easily convertible for club 


purposes, and the House Committee, consisting 
of Robert B. Roosevelt, Russell Sturgis, Con- 
stand A. Andrews, John C. Floyd, and George 
Iles, got to work with a will and soon bad 
things arranged. On the first floor are 
two handsome parlors, a newspaper room, and 
commodious office. On the second floor is the 
library, a comfortable smoking room, and @ 
bright and cheerful dining room. On the floor 
above are card and conversetion rooms and two 
large rooms for committees. In the basement is 
a billiard room and a wine room. There is noth- 
ing extravagaut or elaborate about the furnish- 
ings, but everything is very handsome and sub- 
stantial, and there is a sense of solid comfort 
throughout the house from cellar to garret. 

At the house-warming last night the clubp had 
among its distinguished guests James Kussell 
Lowell and George William Curtis. Anson 
Phelps Stokes, the President of the club, re- 
ceived the guests, and he was assisted by 
officers of the club, including Everett P.

Just before 10 o’clock and when the attend- 
ance was largest, President Stekes made an 
address of welcome in the parlors. He said: 

FELLOW-MEMBERS OF THE REFORM CLUB: AB 
your President [ bid you welcome in our club- 
house. We are at length at home. It is pleasant 
to have so commodious a home, so flourishing 
a family, and so many of its members and dis- 
tingnished guests gsuthered at this house-warnm- 
ing. Last Autumn, after much conference, it 
was decided to establish a clubhouse as neces- 
sary forthe proper prosecution and development 
of the work of reform. 

On Dee. 6 reformers throughout the country 
were greatly encouraged by the wise, brave, and 
patriotic message of President Cleveland, a 
Inessage which demonstrated to the country the 
imperative necessity for immediate reform of 
the tariff’ [Applause.] This club was then pro- 
visionally organized, and on Jan. 21 of this year 
we had our inaugural dinner. That was a 
memorable occasion. It voiced public setime nt 
and aroused enduring enthusiasm. 

itis the fixed American habit to rely upon 
tree discussion, upon agitation and the develop- 
ment of enlightened public sentiment to cor- 
rect abuses and to effect reforms. Changes with 
us are siow. Indeed, a Tory leader in the Honse 
of Commons has lately declared in a public 
speech that ‘the Americans are the most 
conservative people in the world.’ And 
another leader there, Mr. Chamberlain, 
four days ago used similar language. 
The difficulty of accomplishing any important 
reforin here can be understood only by those 
who have bad practical experience in such work. 
It is not difficult to get up a mass meeting, to 
appoint a committee of 100 eminent citizens, 
and to find a large portion of the press prompt 
to help a good cause, But the par- 
ties interested in the perpetuation of 
abuses have Q great advantage. They 
have enormous pubic plunder, thorough 
organization, carefully selected and experienced 
chiefs and captains, permanent balls, meeting 
places, and ciubs, including more than 10,000 
groggeries in tunis city. [tis this organized, per- 
eistent elfort continued throughout the whole 
year that defeats our spasms of reform. 

Our city coutains wany of the finest young 
men in the world, with the best abilities and the 
noblest ambition to be useful in reform move- 
ments. But they have pot had a suitable and 
permanent headquarters; they have not had 
those opportunities for daily social intercourse 
and couference so necessary to make the 
most ready and etlicient workers. They 
have not drilled together enough to 
know hew much to rely upon those 
whose elbows touch theirsin the ranks. They 
have too soon had cause to be disheartened and 
to lose interest in that honest political activity 
upon which the perpetuity of our most valued 
institution depends, and must depepa as long as 
“eternai Vigliance ie the price of liberty.” 
Mavy citizens who are well ablo to con- 
tribute efficient services, valuable counsels, 
and liperal aid to the cause of reform, 
in which they are interested, have become 
discouraged by repeated waste of time, money, 
and patience, seving how often the’ most i1apor- 
tant weasures of reform have failed. To these 
classes of reformers, the young,- the middle- 
aged, and the old, this clubhouse offers a perma- 
nent rallying place and arsenal. By our pro- 
ceedings here we can present an index of reform 
sentiment regarding men and measures that will 
be a safer guide to the public and to those in au- 
thority than the eeliish communications of par- 
tisan political bosses. 

Fellow-members, I congratulate you upon 
the successful, the auspicious establishment of 
the Reform Club house. Ite future is big with 
ypromise of usefulness and importance. That 
uture ,uncer God, isin your hands.

Mr. Lowell’s rising was the signal for very 
hearty cheering. He said: 

“As the President has already told you, I 
have no intention of making any speech, but I 
would show a great want of feeling if I did not 
at least acknowledge his kind words and your 
kindresponse. Something that your President 
said reminds me of an old Spanish ballad, I forget 
the name. He said that our foesare vary strongly 
intronched. Soin this ballad the Moore had a 
position on-a hill which was exceedingsy strong, 
and the Spaniards were unable to do anything 
against their enemies. But at last there came 
riding into camp a young man, and he asks 
*Whatis going on? and they told him, and 
he replied: ‘Then God has been good enough to 
reserve this enterprise for me.’ Sol think that 
we ought to be thankfai that this tariff reform 
enterprise has been reserved for us. ([Ap- 
plause. 

“AsT happen to remember the anti-slavery 
movement—a much more forlorn hope—the 
anti-slave movement welcomed its opposition, 
and it aeems to Me that we not only eugnt to 
be encouraged by the ftrength of our enemies, 
because that always makes people rash, but 
ought to rejoice in the certainty that our suc- 
cess will come mainly by the extravagance of

our opponents. It was the encroachments of 
the other side which led to the abolishment of 
slavery, and it is my firm belief that this will 
also be the case with the friends of an ex- 
travagant protection. [Applause.] ; 

“Tam very giad to see that so many of you 
are young men. I think thatis a very encour- 
aging sign, and I cannot but think of what Lu- 
cretius says of ‘the runners who pass from hand 
to hand the torch of life and enlightenment.’ 
When Archimedes wished to move the world 
all he asked for was a place to stand 
on. But I think that no man can ask for a 
better place to stand on than that which we 
have in this movement, and the man who plants 
himself on the truth will find that the world at 
last will come round to him.” [Applauge. 

Russell Sturgis then gave a sketch of the va- 
rious committees and the working organization 
of the House, aud Robert B. Roosevelt, Chair- 
man of the House Committee, gave some statis- 
tics showing that 615 membersoutof 748 elected 
had quaiified, thus bringing into the treasury the 
sum of $16,905. R. R. Bowker, Chairman of 
the Standing Committee on Publications, said 
they intended to distribute reform pamphiets 
during the coming campaign and also had a plan 
for founding a good working library in politics 
and economics.. 

Everett P. Wheeler, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on the Reform of the ‘Tariff, said that 
the committee proposed organizing tariff reform 
associations in each of the Congressional dis- 
tricts, and by this they hopedto do much in 
the coming campaign. They were also dis- 
tributing pamphlets widely and arranging for 
puplic mectings in the manufacturing towns. 

ik. L. Godkin, Chairman of the Committee on 
Civil Service Reform, said they were undergo- 
ing a periodof depression at present, but, look- 
ing at the progress made dyring the last 10 
years, he thought they ought not to be dis- 
couraged. 

There having been loud cries of “Curtis,” Mr. 
Curtis arose aud said: 

‘“‘Whenever two or three Americans are gath- 
ered together some one of them is in danger of 
waking a speech. [Laughter.] It seems to 
me a little remarkable that in a nation of 
which it may be said that speech-making isa 
national trait, or at least a nationai appetite, 
that we can never find anybody who likes to 
make @ speech. 

‘fam very sorry that I had not the pleasure 
of being present at the moment of the response 
of your distinguished guest, but [I am sure in 
the hearty greeting that I know you gave him 
that he feels in his own heart the warmth 
of his welcome und perceives that those 
whom his word and his example have 
inspired to the highest enthusiasm and the 
the noblest endeavor to make our America 
brighter and purer are only too glad to salute 
the man who was true to his own genius and to 
the genius of his own country. [Applause.]}

BREWERS ON

THE PROPRIETORS REFUSE 
NIZE UNION MEN, 
CuHicaGo, April 12.—Chicago is likely to 
Tun out of beer, for the brewers are on a strike. 
The strike began at 4 o’clock this morning when 
the brewers and maltsters in all the breweries of 
Chicago and vicinity with the exception of two, 
left their work in obedicnce to the orders of the 
union. The ultimatum of the bosses to the 
brewers was made known on Tuesday and was 
to the effect that the union would not be recog-

| nized but that the men would be treated with as 


individuals. The union asked no advance 
in wages or reduction of hours, but a 
renewal of the agreement of laustyear. The 
union decided last night to strike, but in some 
cases the order was not obeyed, and ata meet- 
ing of the bosses to-day it was asserted that out 
of 537 union men employed in the city 360 had 
quit work. Tle employers say they can fill the 
places of the strikers. They have helped one 
another out to-day as much as possidle, and 
have advertised for men in St. Louis, Cincinna- 
ti, and Milwaukee. ‘The Philip Best Company 
of Milwaukee sent 15 men here to-day. Accord- 
ing to the strikers, however, 700 men are now 
out, and only two breweries in the city are do- 
ing anything. 

The fight promises to be bitter, as both sides 
have grudges to settle, which grew out of the 
uuion men taking a holiday whenthe Anarchists 
were hanged, the Milwaukee boycott and lock- 
out some months ago, wnd other matters. The 
strike will not stop where itis now. The malt- 
sters, employed in the malt houses which are run 
separateiy frém the breweries and which: em- 
ploy about 250 men, will probably be on strike 
to-morrow. Some mailtsters are employed in the 
breweries and are out now, but most of them 
workin the malt houses, which are separate in 
etitutions und sell to the breweries. Whether 
this step will have any effect in intluencing the 
brewers is doubtful, as the largest maltster, 
Louis Huck, fought his battle with the union 
last year and is now employing non-union wen.

THE -ATTACKS ON -IRISA 
MEETINGS DENOUNOED. 

HE IS CHARGED WITH GOING BEYON? 
THE LAW-—SUCCESS OF THE CONSOL 
CONVERSION SCHEME. 

Lonpon, April 12.—Mr. Goschen, Cham 
cellor of the Exchequer, informed the House of 
Commons this altermoon that the holders a 
consols to the amount of £450,000,000, includ 
ing the holders of the new 3 per cents, hat 
already given their assent to the converaiun o! 
the consols. The assent of Trustees remaining 
to be given would greatly increase the total. 

Mr. Parnell moved that the Houso adjourn, in 
order that he might call attention to the “ out 
rageous conduct of the authorities at Ennis on 
Sunday last in attacking the people.” If, he 
said, Mr. Balfour wanted to have such powers 
as had been used on that occasion, let him coma 
to Parliament and ask for them. What had 
been done at Ennis was practically the enforce- 
mwnent of martial law, and went beyond the 
powers conveyed by the Coercion act. If Mr. 
Balfour wished to declare martial law, let him 
doso.

Mr. Baifour said that the people had assem- 
bled to hola an illegal meeting. When Col 
Turner and the police appeared showers of 
stones were hurled at them from the windows 
of the house where the Leaguers met. Col. Tur- 
ner thereupon ordered the police to attack the 
house and to arrest the persons concerned in the 
disorder. Heaps of stones were afterward found 
ready to be thrown at the police. Sunday’s 
events showed that an organized attempt was 
made at several places to defy the law.

Robert Dunlop, a merehant and member of the 
Belfast Corporation, who was arrested on the 
7th inst. on a similar charge, was alse examined. 
The court room was crowded. Orr’s solicitor 


asked the court whetherthe prosecution was un- 
dertaken by private persons or whether the Attor 
ney-General had brought the suit. Mr. Dodd,on be- 
half of the company, replied that the Attorney: 
General had no responsibility in the matter. 
Magistrate Finlay McCance was called asa wit 
ness and testified that his life had been insured in 
the Equitable Company for $10,000 without hie 
knowledge.

STATE NATIONAL BANK OF OMAHA.

POPE LEO’S SMALL BUDGET 


WHAT 1T NOW IS AND WHAI 
IT USED TO BE. 
EXPENSES HE HAS TO MEET—PETER’S 

PENCE-—HIS RELATIONS WITH GER- 

MANY—THE KAISER’S DEATH. 

Paris, March 31,.—At this moment of the 
discussion of the French budget, the heaviest in 
the world, itis not inopportune to glance at the 
other extreme—thé Pontifical budget, the least 
of all. But, has been objected, what need is 
there of a Pontifical budget? Simply this: If 
the Pope has been deprived of the resources of 
sovereignty he bas been relioved of none of its 
burdens and obligations. True, his kingdom 
does not extend beyond the four walls of tne 
Vatican, within which he is a prisoner, but nev- 
ertheless is he forced to provide for the 
universal administration of the Catholic 
Church, to keep up Nuncios as his representa- 
tives with the Catholic Governments of 
both hemispheres, to correspond with more 
than 1,000 bishoprics scattered all over the 
globe’s surface, tu support foreign missionaries, 
to maintain in Rome itself those great congre- 
gations and the ecclesiastical tribunals whose 
mission is to study every theological, canonical, 
and liturgical question, in all countries and in 
all languages, and which are the equivalents of 
what is known elsewhere as ministerial bureaus; 
he must pay the salaries of the Cardinals and 
dignitaries of the Pontifical Court, the expenses 
of the Secretariate of State, and of all the services 
of the Propaganda, the subvention of the acade- 
mies, the schools, and the seminaries; on him 
Gevolves the cost of keeping in repair the Basil- 
ica of St. Peter, of San Giovanniin Laterano and 
of Santa Maria Maggiore, and he is responsible 


for the condition of those libraries, museums, 
and collections whose treasures are the glory of 
the Vatican, and, as an euthusiasd: puts it, ‘the 
pride of civilization.” 

Such are the chief financial liabilities of the 
Pope, and to meet them and the minor expenses 
of every-day life, and [ can assure you, as an 
eye witness, that living at the Vatican is very 
modest and ecvunomical, to pay his guards of 
the palace and for his works of private beneti- 
sence he is obliged to expend annually about 
7,000,000f., which, as he Las not one centof 
revenue, he must appeal for to the charity of 
the Catholics of the world. It was not 80 
formerly, and as the financial situation of the 
Papacy prior to the seizure of Rome by the 
italians in 1870 is very imperfectly known in 
general I shall makea short exposition, which 
will alow a comparison to be made between 
things as they are and things as they used to be. 
Between 1849, when the second French Repub- 
lic re-established the temporal power, and 1859, 
the date of Garibaldiun iuvasions which de- 
prived it of most of ita resources, the Pontifival 
Government had paid all the expenses caused 
by the revolution, had withdrawn from circula- 
tion 42,000,000f. of paper currency and had en- 
tirely resumed specie payment. Its revenues, 
which amounted in 1850 to 66,000,000f., 
rose in the course of eight years to 
59,000,000f. from the produce of _ indi- 
rect taxation, although the customs dues 
bad been considerably lowered, all outstanding 
deficits had been completed, and there was a 
balance to the good in the Treasury. Unfortu- 
nately the invasions of 1859 and 1860 de- 
stroyed this prosperity. The population of the 
Pontitical States was reduced from 3,124,000 
souls to 700,000, the revenues decreased by 
two-thirds—frum 89,000,000f, to 30,000,000Ff., 
although the liabilities of the Holy See remained 
tue saine, as its Government conaidered itself in 
uonor bound to pay the annualinterest of the 
debt of, the 15 provinces annexed by the Pied- 
montese,of which itno lounger received the eontri- 
butions. This resulted in a very considerable 
deticit, which was increased by the 16,000,000F. 
or 17,000,000f per anuum vecessary to defend 
tne little strip of territory ruled over by the 
successor of St. Peter. In September, 1870, 
however, the situation was simplified by the 
seizure of Romo by the troops of Victor Em- 
wanuel, when the army was discharged, and 
the Pontitical revenues fell to zero, and from 
that moment the dernier de Saint Pierre, until 
then only one of the chapters of the Papal 
vudget, became its sole means of existence. 

The institution of Peter’s Pence is of English 
origin and was the voluntary tribute in olden 
times of British monarchs to the Papacy. But 
it was only in 1861, after the usurpation of 
15 provinces, that it began to be considered as 
a species of obligation toward the spiritual 
tather of all Catholics, and the initiative was 
taken by France in this as in ail the great 
Catholic enterprises of the nineteenth century, 
such as the Eastern schools and the propaga- 
tion of the faith, which, founded at Lyons in 
1822, has furnished to its missionaries 
220,000,000f. raised by contributious of one 
cent. Last year it expended 6,648,000r., 
of which the French quota was 4,355,- 
ooof., that of Germany 409,000f., of Italy 
382,000f, and of Austria only 88,000f. The 
money raised for Peter's Pence has not in the 
‘east lnterfered with the receipts of the wission- 
ary establishment; the two works ran in pural- 
lel groovea, and during the ten first yeara after 
its inetitution, that is, between 12861 and the 
fall of the temporal power in 1870, its average 
annual offering exceeded 7,000,000f. From 
this, as I have said, these alms have been the 
Pope’s sole means of existence; as such, Catho- 
lica look upon it,and though they gave most 
freely in the period which followed immediately 
upon the occupation of the Eternal City by the 
Italians, the subsidy has never been less than, 
in round numbers, 6,000,000f. per annum. Of 
this sum about two-thirds come from France, 
for the French give freely, notwithstanding the 
immense sacrifice which they are called upon to 
make for the schools and hospitals since 
the secularization of the official institutions. 
There is no regular general organization of the 
Denier de Saint Pierre, either in France or else- 
where. The offering is free and anonymous; 
twice every year only the plate is handed round 
in the churches, and whether the offering be of 
gold, silver, or copper, whatever is taken up is 
forwarded by the curates to their Bishops and 
by them 1s transmitted to Rome. This is all, and 
certainly no other sovereign on earth can so 
reckon upon this voluntary, recurring subven- 
tion of his subjects. As 1837 was the year of 
the Pope’s jubilee, it was exceptionally pro- 
ductive, but all the contributions of 
the faithful cannot be turned intwu hard 
cash, The 90,000,000f. or 100,600,000f. at 
which the exhibits of the Vatican exposition are 
estimated, and which are increased by fresh gifts 
every day cannot be realized. The Pope Gannot 
sell the chalices, the vestments,and the altar 
ornaments which have been presented to him. 
The most that he can dois to divide them into 
two categories—one consisting of works of 
art and value which is to form a special 
minuscum to perpetuate the remembrance 
of the jubilee without precedent of Leo 
XIIL; with the other are to be endowed 
poor parishes and the churches of missions in 
partibus injidelium. The Pontifical treasury, 
consequently, can find no’ resources there, 
but it has had two other compensations 
which are evidence of the pious generosity 
aud devotion of the Catholic world. On 
the one hand the Aonorurium for the Pope's 
mass, that is to say, the ‘minor alms” offered 
‘o the Pope at the celebration of his “ golden 
mass” of the lst of January, produced nearly 
3,000,000f.; on the other, the enthusiasm of the 
Catholics for Petér’s Pence was such that the 
total of money brought by the various Bishops 
axceeded 32,500,000f. Of this the diecese of 
Paris gave 400,000f., Alsace-Lurraine sent 
something mote than 300,000f., and the average 
of othér dioceses varied between 40,000f. and 
#0,000f., while the Grande-Chartreuse of Dau- 
err of which the yearly profits from its cele- 

rated cordial are ehormous, contributed 500,- 
o0oof., the richest offering madé, exceedd- 
ing by far the giit of any sovereign. 
Leo XIII. has notified the members of 
his family that not ones iota of these treasures 
will be given to them after nis death; they were 
bestowed, through his personality, upon the 
chureh and to the church will they be scrupu- 
lously and exclusively reserved. To his mind 
the time has gone by when sovereign Pontiffs 
could make the fortunes of their relatives by the 
ascrifice of the interests of the church. Among 
tis predecessors there were many who made 
their kinsfolk Dukes and Princes, giving to therm 
palaces and millions; the reigning Pove con- 
demus all this, aud the extreme of family pa- 
tronage which he has shown was the bestowal 
of the title of Count upon his favorite nephew, 
Camillo Pecci, and his influence in aiding him 
to contract a wealthy marviage. 

And this golden tide which Peter’s Pence 
floated into the Vatican will not be squandered. 
Leo XIIL is not only a diplomatist of genius and 
uu evangeleal pacifier of international dissen- 
sions, he is a remarkable adtoinistrator, a skill- 
ful, clever financier. He knows that troublous 
times are near, that the present situation is pre- 
carious, and in prevision of & crisia which must 
gurcly come, he has constituted with it, prudent- 
ly, a réserve fand, a8 we might say, in the event 
of @ rainy day, and will leave to his successors 
the wherewithal to support the expected vicis- 
situdes of evil fortune. Not to be in any way 
disrespectful, it may be said that Leo 
XIIL has played his cards most clever- 
ly. Despoiied by Italy, oonvinted that 
“rande, the “eldest daughter’ of the 
‘burch, notwithstanding private munificence, 
will remain indifferent, taught that the other 
Catholic nations either will nor can do any- 
thing to help him, be has turned to those who, 
in the opinion of Catholic bigots, are the ** maim- 
mon or: unrighteousness,” and, having shown 
the gfeat Chancellor that his backing was worth 
something, now proposes tu teach the Czar that 
ais Iworal support may avail much with the pop- 
alations of Poland in the event of a war of Rus- 
ria against Germany. But the Popes never do 
anything without « quid pro quo, aud you may 
be sure that the present will be-no exception to 
the rule. 1t was reported that the negotiations 
of Russia with Rome had been broken 
ol; that report was false; ou thé con- 
trary, they are progressing so favorably that 
everything portends a solution faverable to the 
interests of both the high contracting parties. 
jiussiu does not wish to encounter the antago-

Ana what may not be the consequences result- 
ing from the death of the Emperor of Germany ? 
What effects will the accession of Frederick IIL. 
have upon international politica in general and 
upon international alliances in particular? It 
ig hard to say, though the prevailing opinion is 
that with 1t will be inaugurated a sort of little 
millennium. Tnereis a sort of illusion cherished, 
both in and out of the Fatherland, that a régime 
of peacefnl liberalism is about to be instituted 
by the new sovereign, who cannot pardon nor 
forget the Chancellor’s impertinence to Princess 
Victoria. But whorcally knows what are the 
real sentiments of the new sovereign? Private 
feelings yield place to reasons of State, and the 
Emperor may elect to ignore what was repeated 
to the Prince, Besides, what evidence is there 
of great capacity in Frederick III.? In civil 
life, though nominally Regent of the em- 
pire, after the attempted assassination of 
his father hy Nobiling, Bismarck was careful to 
give him noopportunity for the display of talent, 
and as a soldier, though nominally the armies 
which he commanded were victorious, and 
grapdly so, he had with him the élite of the Ger- 
man staff and only ordered the operations whioh 
were dictated tohim by his lieutenants. But 
given that he be a Solon and a Cresayr, he has not 
the physical strength to rule effectively a nation 
of 40,000,000, with populations which may be 
submissive but are surely discontented. On the 
other hand, the Centralist and military party 
will accentuate the discord Known to exist be- 
tween the Emperor and his son, aind will support 
the Chaucellor in his pulicy of creating a patri- 
otic and national current which willsweep away 
petty dissensions for the greater good of strictly 
German interests. 

I repeat that the life of the present Emperorof 
Germany hangs by a thread, in spite of Macken- 
zie’s pretended confidence in his recovery. But 
what authority is likely to be possessed by a 
voiceless sovereign to whom anything like ex- 
citement has been prohibited for months past, 
as it must be prohibited for months to come? 
And supposing cven that the enemies of Ger- 
many should benevolently await an entire or a 
partial recovery, what guarantes is there that 
his son will not make trouble in the meantime?

had warned Dr. Mackenzie of @ possible danger. 

Still, it must be remembered that the Ger- 
Man nation was and must remain the author of 
its destiny.. The sovereign at Berlin may 
change, but the interests, the obligations, the as- 
pirations of Germany, as tho policy which 
guides its situation remain unaltered. The de- 
cease of the;Emperor William ia a historical 
event, but it neither {fs nor can be the oom- 
mencement of a new order of things. Anything 
and everything, voth of good and of evil, 1s to be 
expected.

WARD WANTS MORE MONEY. 


BUT THE NEW-YORK CLUB MANAGERS 
DON’T WANT TO PAY IT. 

“We have not taken any action in regard 
to the letter written by Ward,” said a stock- 
holder of the New-York Baseball Club yester- 
day. ‘The largest salary paid to auy sbort 
stop in the profession has been offered to Ward, 
and if he thinks he ought to receive a more 
princely compensation we cannot help it. 

“Ward's salary with the New-York Club for 
the past five years has been mearly $500 a 
month,” he continued. ‘He came here from 
Providence in 1883 a3 a pitcher, but he was un- 
able to iillthe position. Instead of letting him 
go or reducing his sulary we played him in 
centre field, and finally, when we let Caskins 
go, put him at short stop. His work there for 


two seasons was below the mark of men who 
received oue-third the money he was getting. 
Iu spite of that fact be was kept there, and fin- 
ally last season he mastered the position.” 

Ward was seen yesterday. He said that he 
has not received any word from the New-York 
Club management. He also said that President 
Day last Fall promised to release him to the 
Pittsburg Club at the end of the season of 1888. 
President Day contirmed this statement. He 
said that the Pittsburg Club offered $10,000 for 
his release last Fall, buthe would not listen to the 
proposition. Ward prevailed upon him to ac- 
cept the offer, but he tuld him that he could not 
afford to do it at the time, but promised, if possi- 
ble, to let him go atthe end of the coming sea- 
son. If Mr. Day permits Mr. Ward tw leave he 
will offend nine-tenths of the patrons at the Polo 
Grounds. Mr. Day has made one serious mis- 
take in permiiting Brown, perhapa the hardest 
working player next to Ward in the team, tu go. 
A further weakening by the release of Ward will 
tend to materially leasen the profits of the club 
at the Polo Ground, for no man was 80 univer- 
sally popular as he, as he always worked for the 
team instead of tor his individual record, as two- 
thirds of the players have hada habit of doing. 
There are plenty of men who could be spared 
better than can Ward. Fewer ‘* star” players 
aud more team players would help materially 
toward winning the championship.

TRAINED OYOLISTS AND A 
GREAT DRILL CONTROVERSY. 
IMPORTANT PARTS MACHINES WILL 

PLAY IN FUTURE OPERATIONS—NEW 
DRILL BOOKS AND INFANTRY TACTICS. 
Lonvon, March 30.—On my return from 
a fortnight’s trip to Germany I finda great drill 
controversy engaging the attention of military 
students, After the manner of conversational- 
ists of all sorts, the parties to the present dis- 
pute appear to be resolved to misunderstand 
one another. The point at issue isno less than 
“ Is barrack-yard drill useful in making a sol- 
dier of the present day fit for his work on the 
battlefield?’ This is probably not the way in 
which either one side or the other would state 
the case, butit has the advantage of bringing 
out the ‘real issue. And the answer must be 
“Yes” and “No.” As at present constituted, bar- 
rack-yard drillis ugeless to teach a soldier how to 
conduct himself under the conditions of modern 
fighting; onthe otber hand, you must begin by 
teaching a soldier instantaneous, unthinking 
obedience and,if you will, mechanical precision. 
The average recruit needs these above all les- 
sons. But when he has learned them there is 
no need to continue, nay, there is a positive 
disadvantage in continuing, the rigidity that 
was a good in itselfin the days of Brown Bess. 
Elasticity is the one condition of drill and tac- 
tics nowadays. “Touch” physical must yield 
to “touch” moral. The difficulty is that you 
cannot teach every recruit to appreciate the 
eondition of the relative safety of himself and 
his comrades. You can teach the stupidest 
man how to drill; you cannot teach him 
how to act for himself and en rap- 
port with others in au extended forma- 
tion. But there must in the nature of 
things be a certain proportion of stupid men in 
@ battalion, and the strength of achain is only 
that of the weakest link, Thus 800 men may, 
under fire, be at the mercy of half adozen who 
have not had time to learn or are incapable of 
learning how to apply their individual sense to 
the conditions of co-operative effort. To dis- 
pense with barrack-yard drill would be to make 
your company a mere aggregation of atoms; to 
carry it as far as itis carried in most armies is 
to fail to realize that 1n the present day it has 


the obvious tendency to stunt the individuality 
which, properly subordinated to a general idea, 
is the life and soul of modern soldiering. And 
that 1s all there is in the controversy. 

We are just beginning to feel our annual 
military fever. Easter is upon us again with its 
Velunteer marching columns, its tactical ex- 
periments, its Monday reviews. The lessons to 
be learned from them are occasionally of 1m- 
vertance, even to the best regular soldiers. 
for example, last year the experiment of scouts 
on bicycles and tricycles, unsatisfactory a3 it 
was in the eyes of most intelligent critics, hes 
led to the formation of a body of men that in a 
settled country will be found most useful by 
any army, will under certain conditions be in- 
dispensable in every army. Tiere can be no 
doubt that, seeing how mobility has entered 
into the conditions of warfare in & way our 
grandfathers aud even our fathers little dreamed 
of, all soldiers ought to be trained as eyclists. 
I confess that last year, watching, in company 
with a German olfticer, the antics of some of the 
voluutecr wheelmen, [came to the conclusion 
that they would be useful merely for communi- 
cating along the lines of a foree, That 
opinion I uow recant. Cyclist will play a 
great partin modern warfare in harassing the 
enemy as well as in watching his movements, 
hey and mounted infantry will decide mauy a 
contest in the coming time. And as a cycle costs 
less than a pony, either at first orto keep, cy- 
Clists may toa very large extetit supplement if 
not supersede mounted infantry in countries 
that have good main roads and cross roads. 
During the coming wanwuvres we shall have 
the annual crop of absurdities no doubt, and it 
is therefore rather happily in point of time that 
Major-Gen. Cooper, on the eve of resigning a 
brigade command at Aldershot, has been giving, 
in his vapacity of umpire ata ficld day, what is 
called a jacketing to a rather well-known 
line battalion and to a battery of artillery 
and to a regiment of cavalry for the 
reckless way in which they recently exposed 
themselves to hostile fire. [ congratulate Gen. 
Cooper on what may be termed his deathbed 
repentance, for assuredly [ have never seen any 
officer in command ofa brigude who was more 
absolutely reckless than this General in the com- 
wission of the very faults he now deplores 
and attacks. During the term of his command 
I have watched his work on pany occasions 
and have often wondered if he realized that 
compact bodies of troops must sulfer under 
modern tire at 500 or GOU yards. However, itis 
better lute than never, and his words, though 
sumewhbat strange over his signature, will not 
be wasted if they direct the atientien of battal- 
ion and company otticers to the fact that they 
are positively dolug themselves and their men 
an injury by the practice of exposing them at 
ranges \here, were the bullets in the rifies, none 
of them could possibly escape with their lives. 

There is a lair prospect that the demand for 
a new drill book, first formulated two years ago 
by Capt. Spenser Wilkiusou of Manchester, will 
be acceded to before long. The tentative papers 
just issued by Lord Wolseley, as Adjutaut-Gen- 
eral, are clearly a atriving after the much-to-be- 
desired work, But they show this, also, that 
even for four or tive years at a time there oan 
be no question of finality in sucha book. It 
must keep pace with the progress that is being 
made coutinually in arms and in ammunition. 
Still a book there must be, for it 1s inconvenient 
tou have the drillof an army and its instruction 
in tacties dependent upen the issue of leaflets 
that-have a prima facie resemblance to religious 
tracts. One of these leatiets of six pages is de- 
voted to “machine guns acting with cavalry.” 
Nearly all that is contained in it was anticipated 
in THE NkEW-YoRK TIMES s0me months 
ago in an article on the cavalry of 
the future, and your” statement that 
machine guns would be attached to every cavalry 
regiment 1s confirmed in almost your words by 
the opening sentence of the leailet. The detail 
of the orgapization and equipment for one ma- 
ching gun, which seems to bo all that a cavalry 
regiment is to have for the present, though there 
should be oue per squadron, is as follows: 1 sub- 
altern, 1 horse; 1 Sergeant, 1 horse; 1 driver 
for gun, 2 horses in gin; 2 gunners on gun, 2 
drivers, ammunition eart, 4 horses, 1 non-com- 
missioued officer in charge of do., 1 horse. Total 
—1 otlicer, 7 non-commissioned officers and men, 
9 horses. There seems to be an excess of 
strength here. I confess that I should like to 
see the gun in charge of one Sergeant and one 
inan besides the drivers, say two in number. 
Thua four men and five or six horses would be 
enough, and in this way the numberof guns 
might be doubied with little extra vost. 

In a leaflet, “Infantry Tactics as Influenced 
by Fire,” there is evidence of much common 
sense. The gistof 1t 1s containe:! 1m the folluw- 
ing passages: ‘** Formations should: (1) Admit 
of the most efficacious tire at all times and of its 
greatest develupment at the decisive moment. 
(2) Present a difficult target to the enemy’s ire. 
(3) Aliow of the best use of any cover that can 
be advantageously made use of. (4) Afford the 
groatest moMlity at all times. (5) Admitreadily 
of reinforcement. (6) Leod themselves to the 
maintenance of command. Troo;:s opposed to 
modern rities shoul pass over fire-swept zones 
in <extended order by successive lines, those in 
rear feeding the tighting line in such strength 
as will enable it to maintain its tire power and 
give fresh vitality to the attack. The forma- 
tion should aliow of a sufficient body in rear 
being always available as reinforcements 
whenever the fighting line requires a fresh im- 
pulse, and thus enable troops to approach the 
enemy with as much rapidity as is consistent 
with steadiness and an effective fire, while the 
destructive effects of the enemy’s fire is lessened, 
and decisive ranges are reached with compara- 
tively slight loss. * *~ = Victory depends upon 
the final assault, but oxperience teaches that 
before the bayonet charge can be successfully 
delivered against good troops, the defenders 
of a position must have been shaken and 
demoraiized by a preparatory artillery or in- 
tantry tire directed on the main points of 
attucik: otherwise it will be impossible for the 
tighting line to advance over the tire-swept zone. 
In the absence of artillery, infantry will have to 
prepare its own attack, and gonsequently in 
tuat case alarger expenciture of ammunition 
than ordinary willbe necessary. Special troops 
should be made use of fot this long-range firing, 
and not those who .sre to carry out the tinal 
offensive movement.” 

A tract of 39 pages on outposts Varies to some 
extent the practice hitherto observed, but it 
contains comparatively little that will not occur 
to any tmtelligent officer who has received a 
regular training. The same may be said of the 
latest of the tracts, which has 21 pages anda 
diagram in colors on ‘Advanced and Rear 
Guards and Flank Guards.” Butthe most im- 
portant of tho group of leaflets is one of 16 
pages: ‘ Instructions for the Conduct of Opera- 
tions by Night.” Many of the first soldiers of 
the age believe that avast majority of all the 

reat actions of the future will be at least 

asecd upon night attacks, with a view 
of obviating as far as possible the terrible 
loss to be suffered In advancing under 
modern fire. Henceforth, then, during the an- 
nual military training ail companies of English 
troops will be practiced for at least two nights 
as outposts and in actual attack for not less 
than four hours atatime. The opegrations by 
night are classed under three heads—marches, 
attacks on a position and to harass the foe, 
and defense of a position. 
it is laid down that “itis not safe to allow for 
a force of 1,000 men making good more than 
one mile per hour at nightover an undulating 
and roadless country.” In the sevoni it is pro- 
vided that there is to be no firing or even load- 
ing without a distinct order, and that until day- 
light the bayonet is alone to. be used; that 
there must be no stopping to help a wounded 
officer or man;

1,200 yards. ‘“ The position should be divided 
into sections under separate commands, and 
the troops told off for each should be fur- 
nished with a sectional reserve,” while a 
general reserve is tu be stationed in a central 
spot, with easy access for trafic, and with tele- 
graphic and telephonic communication. When 
the enemy is approaching tire balls should be 
thrown behind him to make him a good,mark 
for fire, and the artillery is to use canister, the 
machine guns to be used, and the infantry, when 
they cannot see the enemy, are to bring the 
_Tifles to a line with the horizon and then let the 
muzzles sink alittle. “Independent firing is in 
no case to be permitted.” If the enemy clears the 
firat obstacles he isto be driven back by a fire- 
less charge, and the fighting line’s position will 
be taken up by the sectional reserve. If both can- 
not drive him hack the general reserve will be 
called upon, but not till it is absolutely needed. 
These leaflets are to have successors, and so in 
time the materials will be accumulated for the 
much-needed book. But some of them will be 
out of date before long. In fact, there should be 
a new edition of sucha book, carefully revised, 
at least once a year. we 


CHARGED WITH WIFE MURDER. 


WILLIAM M. TWEED’S OLD GARDENER 


IN TROUBLE, 

GREENWICH, Conn., April 12. — Jarvis 
Mills, colored, is held here charged with mur- 
der in the tirst degree. He was formerly gar- 
dener for William M. Tweed. He bas always 
borne a good reputation, but is now charged 
with shooting his wife. The couple lived half 
way between Greenwich and Stamford. and 
kept aroad house. Of late the place has borne 
rather an unsavory reputation. Last night 
Mitis returned home late and found a 
number of fishermen and longshoremen holding 
a high revel, in which Mills’s wife and other 
women were participating. Milis remoustrated, 


whereupon he was seized, assaulted, and thrown 
out of the house. According to the story of one 
of the domestics Mills went to a back room, got 
a gun, and opened fire on the party. The men 
returned the fire with navy pistols and drew 
sheath knives, and a general fight ensued. 

Mills was badly cut by the first assault, and he 
went after Medical Examiner Jones. Together 
they returned to the house end found the wom- 
an dead, shot through the heart. Coroner Frank 
J. Holt bas been here all the afternoon looking 
up evidence to open an inquest. The upper 
half of Mra. Mills’s hears was shot off and two 
ribs. There were seven shotsin the heart. He 
is of the opinion that one or more of the women 
were shot and carried oif. 

Several of the oyster boats that were harbored 
in Greenwich diappeared during the night. The 
hats and coats of the fishermen who were at 
Mills’s house were left behind and are now in 
possession of the authorities. The names of the 
oyster boats were ascertained to-day from tbe 
crews of the remaining boats. They belong in 
City Island. The men say that the crews of the 
Missing boats hurried away in the night; that 
the men lifted a woman on board, aud she was 
groabing; that blood was founda this morning on 
the landing, and a woman’s sliawl was found 
torn and dyed with blood. It 13 believed that if 


the unknown wornan is dead her body would be 
buried in Long Island Sound to hide the crime.

KENTUOKY PROHIBITIONISTS. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 12.—The Prohi- 
bition State Convention assembled this morning 
shortly after 11 o’olock in Liederkranz Hall in 
this city. Five hundred and twenty-two dele- 
gates are entitled to seats in the convention, 
and the number in attendance approximates 
450. The object of the convention was to select 
delegates to the National Prohibition Conven- 
tion which will be neld in Indianapolis, June 6. 


The following delegates to the National Conven- 
tion from the State at Jarge were chosen: 
George W. Bain, Josiah MHarris, Fontaine 
T. Fox, and James J. Barbee. District delegates 
and electors were then chosen. At the after- 
noon 8essl0n resolutions were adopted that the 
xreatest question before the American peopie 
ig a just settlement of the evils of the liquor 
tratfic; that State and National prohibition sup- 
ported by a political party is the only effectual 
remedy for those evils; that all tax and license 
laws making crime a source of revenue should 
be repealed, and that support be pledged to the 
National Convention at Indianapolis. 

Gen. Green Clay Smith was unanimously in- 
dorsed and the delegates instructed to vote for 
him for the Presidential nomination. Clinton 
B. Fiske was named as the second choice. 
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COKE WORKS TO OLOSE. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 12.—A most 
sign®icant move was made in the Connellsville 
coke region to-day. Allof the producers have 
decided to close down their works. The price of 
coke, $1 per ton, is now far below the cost of 
production, and the smaller producers cannot 
longer continue business upon a losing basis. 


The five large firms, McClure & Co., J. M. 
Schoonmaker & Co., Connellsville Coke and Iron 
Company, H. C. Frick & Co., and Movure & 
Co., will continue operations. The other 
producers are satisfied that they should 
do s80 and fight it out. They will 
not restiime operation again until the price of 
coke has advanced to @ point that will at least 
insure them against loss. A member of McClure 
& Co. said this afternoon that he had been noti- 
tied that all the producers had closed to-day, 
and further remarked that it would be money in 
the pockets of every onein the coke business if 
there wra not a ton sold at present prices.

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THEY ARE MAKING A. STILL 
HUNT IN NORTH CAROLINA. 
MR. SHERMAN’S FRIENDS LULLED INTO 

DANGEROUS SECURITY—BLAINE AL- 

MOST SURE TO BE NOMINATED. 

RaeiacH, N. C., April 9.—It has been 
known to THE TIMEs’s correspondent since 1884 
that there was a very strong feeling in this 
State in favor of Mr. Blaine as the Republican 
nominee for President in 1888, and especially as 
against Mr, Cleveland. Up to the date of the 
letter of Mr. Blaine saying that his name would 
not be presented to the National Convention 
there was no doubt that the Blaine men would 
have a majority of the delegates from this State. 
Many of the men who were for Mr. Blaine be- 
fore the publication of his letter were Sherman 
men in 1880 and were for Arthurin 1884. Most 
of them were Federal ottice holders or were in- 
fluenced by this class of Republicans. After Mr. 
Blaine’s declination to run again these men nat- 
urally gravitated toward Mr. Sherman, and 
there has appeared no check to this movement 


until within the last few days. It was stated a 
fow days ago ins letter from this place that 
Mr. Biaine being out of the race, the delegates 
would probably cast their first ballot for Senator 
Sherman, and the names of the various persons 
who are mentioned as delegates were giveu. 
This‘ statement brought out the following letter 
to the Republican paper publisned in this city: 

RUTHERFORDTON, N. C., April 4, 1888. 
To the Editor of the Raleigh Signal: 

Sik: I seein the Signal, copied from THE NEW- 
YORK TIMES, wy Dame as a probable delegate to the 
Chicago Convention, and that “the delegation will 
cast their first ballot for Mr. Sherman.” I don’t want 
the Repnblicans of the State to be deceived. I have 
theught since 1884 that Mr. Blaine shonld be our 
caudidate. I think so yet, and were I to gu to Chi- 
cago L would cast my first ballot for him. believe 
he will be nominated, and if he is he will accept, 
However, if he should not be, I am ‘fur the nominees, 
be it Mr. Sherman or some one else. Very respect- 
fully, J. B. EAVES. 

Mr. Eaves is serving his fourth term as State 
Senator and is one of the ablest and strongest 
men in the Republican Party in Western North 
Carolina. Heis possessed of almost infallible 
judgment in political matters,and his letter sets 
forth the sentiments of alarze number of Re- 

ubticans who are really radical and aggressive 

n their political opinions. These Republicans 
areenthusiastic for Mr. Blaine, because they 
Wanta vigorous foreign policy and want the 
United States Government to rise to the level of 
the British Government in the protection 
of the rights of American citizens 
while in foreign countries. They also maintain 
the position that only one flag ought to float 
over North America, and that Canada and Mexi- 
co and British Columbia should be annexed to 
the United States, by peaceable means if possi- 
ble, and by warif necessary. They also believe 
the West India Islands ought to belong to the 
United States as means of defense in the event 
of foreign war. Mr. Eaves and his Blaine sup- 
porters all firmly believe thatthis policy and 
the annexation of these countries is uppermost 
inthe mind of Mr. Blaine, and they believe if 
he had been elected that all these mat- 
ters would have been in course of ac- 
complishment, although a foreign war 
might have been the result. Then Mr. Lin- 
coln’s story illustrating the idea that it is 
dangerous to attempt to swap horses while 
crossing @ stream would have been entirely ap- 
plicable ,to the present campaign with Mr. 
Blaine as a candidate for re-election, These 
Biaine Republicans have never belicved that 
the letter of acceptance of Mr. Blaine really 
contained his sentiments, but that he concealed 
his real views on the policy of his Administra- 
tion as herein outlined, and that his letter was 
written with the speeial view of allaying the 
fears of the business men of the country to 
whom peace ts gold—aud plenty of it—and 
to whom war is a frightful calamity. And 
these men are really in earnest when they 
assert that they believe Mr. Blaine to be the 
strongest mau in the Republican Party, amt 
that if he canuot be elected no other Republic- 
an can make the race interesting for Mr. Clieve- 
land. They contend that Mr. Blaine’s services 
entitle him to the Presidency, and they regard 
his defeat in 1884 as an accidentrather than 
the result of the calm and deliberate judgment 
of the voters, So it may as well be accepted 
that several of the delegates from this State 
will be Blaine men if they are permitted to vote 
for him.

Itis clear from the movements in this 
State that some manager of Mr. Blaine 1s ** put- 
ting in bis oars” in this State, and the plan 
is to permit the convention to- wrestle with 
itself for two or three days, the real Blaine men 
voting here and there and in the air, so as to 
prevent # nomination, and at the opportune mo- 
ment, when all bas been arranged beforehand, to 
spribg the name of Mr. Blaine in the interest of 
harmony and pominate himin a spasm of ex- 
citementthat will exceed that of the convention 
of 1884, 

Mr Sherman’s friends have been lulled into 
fateful security by the impression that has gone 
out thatthe vote of this State will be a unit 
forthe Obio statesman. A number of the dis- 
trict conventions are to be held this month, and 
unlees Col. W. P. Canaday and hia lieutenants 
bestir themselves they will wake up some fine 
morning, as Col. T. B. Keogh did in 1880, and 
findthat Mr. Blaine bas walked off with the 


delegates.

OUR #IRST LIOENSE LAW. 


CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH BEER WAS 
SOLD IN 1664. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., April 9.—The ques- 
tion of a license law being an uppermost topic 
in New-York at the present time, a reproduction 
of the firat law regulating the sale of intoxicat- 
ing drinks in whatis new the State of New-York 
may be of interest to the readers of THE TIMES. 
It was one of the Duke of York's laws, and was 
found by B. M. Nead, Esq., of this city, among 
the musty records of the town of Hempstead, 
Long Island, a few years ago, while he was 
searching for material for his compilation of the 


colonial laws, which was published under the 
i ennsylvania. The 
manuscript was the original draft of the Duke 
ot York’s laws, and was in a. baijdly 
mutilated condition. According to the quaint 
indorsement ou the manuscript, the laws were 
**Establisht by the Authority of his Majesties 
Letters patents, granted to His Royale Highnes 
the Duke of Yorke and Albany; Bearing Date 
the 12th day of March in the Sixteenth year of 
the Raigne of our Soveraigne Lorde Kiog 
Charles the Second.” According to the indorse- 
ment these laws were ‘“ Published March the 
1st Anno Domini 1664, at a General Meeting at 
Hemstrd upon Longe Island.” The license law 
applitd to all “the Territoryes in America under 
the Government of his Royale Highnesse.” Fol- 
lowing is a verbatim copy of this primitive ex- 
cise measure: 


INN KEEPERS AND ORDINARYES. 


No Person or Persons shall at any time under any 
pretence or colour whatsoever und: rtake to be a 
Common Victuler keeper of A Cookes shopp, or 
House of Common entertainment, or publique sell- 
er of wine, Beare, Ale or strong waters by retail or 
a less quantity than a quarter Caske, withouta Cer- 
titicate of his good behaviour from the Constable 
and two Overseers at Jeast of the parish whereiu he 
dwelt and a Lycense first obtained under the hand 
of two Justices of the peace in the Sessions upon 
pain of forfeiting five pounds for every such offence, 
or Imprisonment at the discretion of the Court. 

Every person so licensed for Common entertain. 
ment shall have some Ordinary Signe obvious for 
direction of strangers, within three Months after 
ns Licence granted under penalty of twenty Shil- 

ngs. 

Every person licensed to keep an Ordinary shall 
always be provided of strong and wholesome Beer, 
of four bushels of malt, at the least to a Hoygshead, 
which he ahall not sell at above two pence tie 
p Senge under the penalty of twenty Shillings for the 

irst Offense, forty shillings for the xecond, and loss 
of his Licence. {t is perinitted to any to Sell Beer 
out of Doors at a penny the Ale quart or under. 

No Licenced Person shail suffer any to Drink ex- 
cessively or at unseasonable hours after Nine of the 
Clock at night in or about any their houses upon 
ponents of twoshillings six pence for every Offence 

Complaint and proofs be made thereof. : 

If any quarrel or disorder doth arise from intem- 
— Be peer within their house, the Person so 

icenced for not immediately Signifying the same to 
the Constable or One Overseer at the Least, who are 
authorized to cause the peace to be kept, shall for 
every such neglect forfeit Tenne Shillings and 
every person found Drunk inor qbout any of their 
house shall forfeit two Shilling# six pence. And 
for being the Author or accessory of the breach of 
the Peace and disorders, or for Tipling at unseason- 
able hours shail forfeit ten shillings and tor wantof 
payment orin case they may be Servants and neg- 
lect their Masters occatious They shall be sent to 
the Stocks an hour at least. It shall belawful not- 
withstanding for all Licenced Persons to Entertain 
Land Travelers or Seafaring men in the night 
season when they come on shore or from their Jour- 
ney for their necessary refreshment or towards 
their preparation for theire Voyage or Journey. 
And also all Strangers, Lodgers, or other Persons 
may freely Continue in such Houses, when theire 
lawful Occations and business doth require, Pro- 
vided there be no disorder amongst them. 

Every person so Licenced for the Entertainment 
of Strangers, with their Horses, shall provide one 
or more Enclosure tor Summer Hay and Provender 
for Wiuter, with convenient stable room And attend- 
ance; upon Penalty of two Shillings Six pence for 
every day’s default and double Damage to the party 
wronged. : 

No Licenced Person shall unreasonably exact upon 
his Guest for any sort of entertainment, and poman 
shall be compelled to pay above eight pence a Meale, 
with small Beer only unless the Guest Shall make 
other agreement with the person so lycenceid. 

No Licence shall be granted by any two Justices 
in Session for above the terme of one year, but every 
person so Licenced before the expiration of the said 
Terme shall and are hereby enjoyned to repair to 
the sessions of that Jurisdiction for renewing their 
several Licences, for which they shall pay to the 
Clark of the Sessions two Stillings six pence, or 
shall forfeit tive pounds as nnlicenced persons. 

Ail Offences cowmitted against this law shall be 
determined by the Constable with twv or more of 
the Uverseers, Who are empowered to collect anid 
receive the Several fines or distranye in case of non- 
— rendering account therefore as is elaewhere 
required. 

That Inn Keepers or Ordinary Keepers shall not 
beg obliged to put any particular qua:tity of Mault 
intd their Beere, but they shall not sell theire Beere 
above two pence tie quart, nor any Liquors above 
twelve Shillings the Gallou, under the penaity of 
twenty Shillings for each Gallon so Sold, Provided 
always and it is to be Understoote, that noe man is 
hereby hindered from buying for his own private 
use, any quantity of Liquors. And it shall and may 
bee for any Person, to sells such quantity to him so 
that hee doe not sell 1t againe by retaile without a 
Licence. 

BREWERS. 

That no person whatsoever shall hence forth un- 
dertake the Calling or work ot Brewiug Beere for 
Sale, but only such as are kuown to have Sufficient 
“kill and Knowledge in the Art or Mistery ofa 
Brewer. Thatif any undertake for Victuailing of 
Ships or other Vessels, or Masteror Owner of any 
such Vessels, or any other person shall make it ap- 
pear that any Beer boughtof any person within this 
Government do prove unfit, unwholesome, and use- 
less for their supply, either through the insufiiciency 
of the Mault or Brewing or unwholesome (ask. the 
Person wronged th reby shall be and is hereby en- 
abled to receive equal and Sufficient damage by 
— against that Person that put the Beer to 
Sale. 


PHOTOGRAPHING THE COAST. 


THE WORK PROF. DAVIDSON HAS UN- 


DERTAKEN IN THE PACIFIC. 
From the San Francisco Call, April 2. 
Prof. Davidson of the Coast Survey has 
been busy for several daysin making drawings 
from his sketch books and diaries of the head- 
lands, islands, and landfalls along the Pacific 
coast of the United States. ‘here are hundreds 


of views in other countries, but the present 
work is intended to illustrate the descriptive 
text of the fourth edition of his ‘* Coast Pilot of 
California, Oregon, and Washington.” These 
sketches are quickly-drawn pencil outiines of 
prominent capes, with characteristics that mark 
them to the eye of the navigator from a given 
point of view and from a given distance, 

It can be readily understood that when a 
steamer is running 12 miles an hour the eye 
must unhesitatingly seize every peculiarity and 
the pencil depict 1t within less than tive min- 
utes; and yet a critical examination of the mass 
of 200 er 300 views has satisiied the Govern- 
ment experts that the few lines of these 
sketches are to be preferred to the old-fashioned 
drawing aud elaboration of winute details that 
vury with every = of sunlight. Unfortu- 
nate)’ the survey has never had a sufficient ap- 
prop iation to assign a vessel to Prof. David- 
sob .o make cunseoutive studies from chosen 

oints of view while the vessel remains 

un position for each view. To obviate this 

as far as practicable ne has experimented 
with a fine photographic apparatus, and from 
the passenger steamers he has secured some fine 
views of headiands, when the weather has per- 
mitted, and while examining the North Faral- 
lones in the revenue cutter Corwin, under the 
command of Capt. Hooper, he obtained some 
capital photographic views of that group, as 
well as some very characteristic pencil sketches. 
A person cannot imagine a wilder and rockier 
wass of dangers to the navigator than these 
high islets present just off the entrance to the 
Golden Gate. 

Prof. Davidson has long since planned a 
scheme for photographing the whole line of the 
Pacitic seaboard from selected stations, say at 
distances of 10 and 20 niles broad off the shore. 
The further ones would give the landfall or crest 
line of the coast mountains as it would appear 
to the navigator appruaching the coast directly 
from seaward. The stations along the seaboard 
would be not over 10 miles apart and probably 
less. The inner line of stations would give the 
details to the steamships and gailing vessels 
coasting nerthward and southward. In adiition 
to these two series there would be a set of three 
views of every headland as seen*when approach- 
ingit. from the southward, when abreast of it. 
and when approaching it from the uorthward. 
The Islands would be sketched or photographed 
from four or more directions according to cir- 
cumstances, 

Views for channelranges are very important 
in approaching anil entering bays and ports,and 
are particularly useful for approaching dunger- 
ous anchorages, such as the wany “ landings,” 
“chutes,” and “harbors” visited by our smaller 
lumber vessels ard produce schooners com- 
manded by wide-awake and fearless masters. 

There is evidently an immense amount of this 
kind of work todo, and Superinteudent Thorn 
has just transmitted to Prof. Davidson a copy of 
the authority given by the Secretary of the 
Treasury to Capt. Shepard, commanding the rev- 
enue cutter Rush, to receive him on board his 
vessel, in order that he may take views along 
that part of the coast where the vessel will be 
cruising. Capt. Shepard put to sea on Thursday 
for a short cruise to the southward. 

In addition to his own views, Prof. Davidson 
has several large sheets containing about 200 
views taken by ferdinand Westdahl under his 
direction.

Vania Sompany axuainst the new system of ex- 
port rates. This company says that the new 
schedule will impose a loss on it It ac- 
cordingiy demands a larger percentage than has 
been allotted to it or a new schedule. The 
other Presidents were unwilling to make any 
concessions at present, but intimated that if the 
actual operation of the schedule shall prove 
prejudicial to the Pennsylvania’s interests 
something may then be done to correct inequali- 
ties.

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A GRAND LADY'S LAWSUIT.

The Duchesse de Luynes, one of the 
grandest ladies in France, awoke one fine morn- 
ing to find that she had a long-lost relative in 
the person of a tram ear conductor in Paris. 80, 
at least, declared the individual in question— 
Guinard by name—who visited Cannes iu the 
Winter, not, however, for the purposes of paying 
his respects to the head of the illustrious house 
with which he prefesses to be connected, put of 


demanding the modest sum of 100,000f. by way 
of compensation for the loss to his forefathers 
and himself of estates worth 20,000,0UU/, and 
of which the Guinards had been inconsiderately 
deprived in the distunt ages by the Luynes fam. 
ily. Far from thankiog the tram ear conductor 
for his willingness to waive bis claim te 
the millions and to content himseif with 
£4,000, the Duchesse pvtlitely bade M. 
euinard ‘* Good morning.” This new claimant, 
finding that he had yzained notbing by his jour- 
ney and faterview, then had recourse ito the 
post, and the Duchesse de Luynes was deluged 
with letters, in which Guinard declared that he 
would enjoy his own. even if force had to be em 
ployed; that neither time nor distance would 
hoid him back, and that he would shel the las! 
drop of his blood in the cause. Stiil the Duch 
esse declined to be convinced either as to the 
pedigree of the tram way ewploye or as to the 
validity of his claim to @ share in the family 
property; so at length, weary of writing, Gui- 
nard appealed to the law. He brought an action 
against the Duchesse de IJuynes, and the case 
has just been heard in the Civil Court of the 
Seine. Judgment isto be given in afew weeks, 
but in the meanti:ne the Public Prosecutor hag 
expressed the opinion that Guinard hus nota 
leg to staud on, that heisa “visionary,” and 
that he only bases his Gemands on “iegends.”

LITTLE HOPE OF THE CROSBY 

BILL PASSING THH SENATE, 

THE FOUR REPUBLICANS TO BE HELD 
RESPONSIBLE—A VOTE IN BEHALF 
OF WEALTHY CORPORATIONS. 

ALBANY, April 12.—The discussion of tho 
Hich License bi in the Senate was again post- 
poned to-day, Senator Erwin suggested to the 
Pemocrats that the bill be ordered to a third 
reading by general consent, assuring them that 
they should have every opportunity to propose 
amendments and for debate. This, however, 
was objected to by Mr. Cantor, who thought 
that under the circumstances the bill had bet- 
ter be considered in committee of the whole. 
The Democrats realize that even when all 
the friends of the bill are present, they number 
only 16 votes, one less than is necessary to pass 
it. Mr. Erwin moved that the bill be made a 
special order for next Tuesday, and this was 
carried without opposition, althouzh Mr. Can- 
tor was for Wednesday, because some of the 
opponents of the measure will be absent Tues- 
day. Itis practically settled that the bill can- 
not be passed without the beer Hicense being re- 
duced. Two Republican Senators, Worth and 
Laughlin, will oppose itin any shape. 

It rests with four men to say whether the Re- 
publican Party shail be humiliated by its failure 
to pass this bill. They are Henry Russell of 
Albany, Henry T. Coggeshall of Oneida, Henry 
R. Low of Orange, and William L. Sweet of 
Seneca. Not one of them has shown the slight- 
est disposition to vote for it unless it is amended, 
Mr. Sweet is a maltster, upon,whose vote, it is 
said, depend heavy contracts with the breweries. 
He frankly says he does not expect to be re- 
elected: Mr. Russell has been enlisted in the 
cause of beer, it is asserted, through the grain 


deulers, with whom he has large dealings. Mr. 
Coxvgeshali’s election expenses were contributed 
to by the brewers, and that holds him. Mr. 
Low's position ig unaccountable. Of such is the 
material in the timber 80 necessary to the Re- 
pubiicans, 

Senator Linson told his associates some un- 
pleasant truths during the morning session. 
‘The subject under discussiou was the Langbein 
bill, increasing from $5,000 to $10,000 the 
alount that may be recovered of corporations 
for killing human beings. Senator Langbein in- 
formed tbe Senate that bis bill had been in the 
possession of Judge Robertson’s Judiciary Com- 
mittee for three months, having been introduced 
by himon the 1lth of January, and that, do 
bis best, he could get the committee to take no 
;yetion upon it. They would not report it favora- 
Diy or adversely. He therefore moved to dis- 
charge the committee from its further considera- 
tion. " 

Judge Robertson replied that the committee 
had hot yet reached any decision upon it that 
was satisfactory toits members. If the Senate 
was of the opinion that Mr. Langbein could per- 
fect the bill better than his committee, he had 
no doubt the committes would be willing it 
should be referred to him, 

Seuator Ives was of the opinion that not very 
much levzal skill or astuteness was necessary to 
chauge the figures $5,000 io $10,000. A refer- 
ence by Senator Kellogg, another member of the 
Judiciary Committee, to discussion in the com- 
mittee room on this measure gave Mr. [ves an 
opportunity to explain that amendments have 
been proposed in the comimities that would 
eliminate from the law the opportunity afforded 
to procure the sum of $5,000, and would compel 
the relatives of the dead to prove the amount 
of actual damages sustained in the loss of a hus- 
baud, wife, or child. ‘ Pecuniary damages’ is 
the cold-blooded legal term which some of Mr. 
Ives’s associstes roil gtibly off in the privacy 
pf the committee room. The effect of any 
puch amendment, Mr. Ives urged, would be that 
torporations would prefer to have their ein- 
ployes kill people outright rather than to maim 
thein. 

Senator John Raines cast his eyes up toward 
the calleries, which, by the way, contained very 
few persons, and then talked learne:ily of legal 
matters,of which he is very illinformea. TheSenu- 
ator’s time when at home is largely occupied in 
running a sort of insurance business and in lay- 
ins pipes for legislative purposes, aud natural- 
ly he has not built up any legal practice that 
would entitle his legal opinions to much re- 
spect. Naturally, he took sides with the wealthy 
eorporations. He was brought up with a round 
turn in bisspeeecb with asharpdemaud from Mr. 
Langbein to explain wby the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, of which Mr. Raines, singularly enough, isa 
member, doesn’s repors the bill, Mr, Raines 
didn't explain. 

Senator Coggeshall offered a labored defenses 
of his position, which, as he realized, was so in- 
consistent with his many professious of affes- 
tion for the poor, the very class that this bil! 
secks to benetit. Senator Foley, the Democratioe 
representative of Saratoga, also had a lams 
apulogy for declining to aia in discharging the 
committee. Senator Kellogg defended himself 
with the deciaration that he proposed to stand 
by the committee. 

Senator Linson was indignant at what he had 
heard, and he withdrew his vote and had his 
Dame called again in order that he might reply 
to the argument of Senators Coggeshall and 
Raines. “I wish,” he said, ‘to reply to some of 
the retnarke of Senators Raines and Cogresball. 
It is adangerous proposition to put into this 
act the principle that pecuniary damages shall 
be provec in cass of death by neglect. The 
necessity for the passaye of an act, orig: 
inally, as every Senator well knowa, 
Was to meet the principle of the common 
law that human life is too sacred and too vaiu- 
able to be measured in dollura and cents. Tne 
only way to check tbe recklessness of great 
corporations in regard to humar life was found 
to be the passage of this statute. Itis utterly 
impossible to measure the value of human life. 
Take a young girl, the favorite child of a familly. 
She goes out upon an excursion and is killed 
by thereckiessness and the rapacity of railroad 
managers. Can you measure that young girl's 
life in dollars and cents? Itis the most as- 
tounding proposition in the interest of corpora- 
tious—reckless and wicked corporations—that I 
ever heard on the floor of this Senate.” 

‘the two Senators undertook to reply, but 
Without success. Mr. Laugbein, at the sug- 
gestion of Senator Reilly, amended his motion 
so as to make it applicable to a similar bill 
that has already passed the Assembly and is 
In the possession of the Judiciary Committee. 
His effort to drag the bill into the Senate was 
defeated and a number of professing ‘ friends 
of the people’ were unmasked. The vote was 
es follows—Republicans in roman, Democrats in 
alice:

The cannonading drew pegple from ths 
remotest points in the Capitol, pag or the ele- 
vators, interfered with the electric light system, 
and made the ordinary raider blush to think of 
hisown weakness. I[t wasa great day for the 
raiders and a great day for the loungers around 
the building. It was amusing, tov, particularly 
to the committee, the members of which seemed 
to enjoy it immensely. Nevertheless, Chief 
Raider Shaw talked like a man who had hopes.

A votein the Assembly to-day shows that 
there are at least 36 members who do not be- 
Neve the State should spend any more money in 
sinking salt wells on the Onondaga Reservation. 
The Ways and Means Committee reported fav- 
orably a bill appropriating $20,000 for that pur- 
pose. Mr. Van Gorder of Wyoming, who yes- 
terday introduced a constitutional amendmont 
permitting the State to sel! the reservation, 
moved to disagree with the report, and spuke 
against the State granting further aid to the 
Onondaga salt men, thereby discriminating 
against like enterprises in tie western end of 
the State. His motion was lost by a vote of 36 
to 36. 

The Vedder Quarantine bill was reported 
favorably by the Assembly Committee on Com- 
merce and Navigation this morning, and it was 
ordered toathbird reading.

Three Democratic members of the Judiciary

the bill would have been taken this evening had 
not Mr. Saxton, Chairman of the committee, 
been ill. 

Saloon-keeper Philip Wissig, who made three 
attempts before he succeeded in breaking into 
the Assembly from the Eighth District of New- 
York, brought to Albany witb him his Stanton- 
street manners and tastes. ‘he Assembly this 
evening had under consideration the Ainsworth 
bill granting municipal sufirage to women. It 
Was generally treated in a respectful fashion, 
and in its defense a numberof pretty speeches 
were made, Gen. Husted, who was in the Chair, 
spoke with dignity and feeling in favor of the 
bill, and Mr. Whipple, Mr. Ainsworth, and oth- 
ers apoke in a similar vein.

The Ways and Means Committee will report 
to-morrow the result of its investigation of the 
expenditures upon the Executive Mansion—an 
investigation which the Governor boldly de- 
cided in his letter tothe public this morning 
amounts to nothing. He had evidently been in- 
tormed of the probable course of the Ways and 
Means Committee. Three members of that com- 
mittee, Assembly Hamilton, Latimer, and Had- 
ley, do not agrees with his estimate. The rest of 
the committes have united upon & whitewash- 
ing report. The four Repubiicans who have 
gone oui of their wayto perform this act of 
kindness to the Governorare: Gen. Husted, Cot- 
trell of areca Enz of Tompkins, and Cheney 
of Cnandaga. What little arrangements these 
gentlemen have made with the Governor rela- 
tive to the treatment to be awarded sueh bills of 
theirs as reach him cannot, of course, be stated 
at this time. The Governoris known to be as 
ready to make adealas a Yankee is to swap 
jackknives, and ae he has felt considerable anxi- 
ety about the results of this inquiry 1t is natural 
to suspose that he has left nothing undone that 
would secure the necessary whitewash. 

Capitol Comumisaioner Perry has prepared 
plans for preserving the beauty of the Assembly 
Chamber by substituting a wooden ceiling laid 
in panels as nearly after the style of the old one 
asa ‘flat’ ceiling can be made. He will leave 
four granite columns in their present position, 
and their height would be increased by six feet. 
On these granite columns will rest Pheonix 
wrought-iron columns extending up the 
necessary height, supporting wrought-iron 
girders, to which the wood finish 
will be secured. Krom column to col- 
umn oak beams will exteud, dividing the 
centre section into three spaces transversely. 
From the east tothe west wall the ceiling for 
the space between the columns will be level, 
and the north and south sections will slope at 
an angie of 2215 degrees to the side wa'ts. Thia 
will give acoustic results. The proposed ceiling 
is designed to be of oak, and will be 55 feet from 
the floor. The uprights from the capitals of the 
columns will describe agracefularch as they near 
the horizontal and main beains. The nfain ribs, 
the wprights, the corbets at the ends of the 
beams, aud the ribs surmounting the panel 
work, are designed to be carved elaborately. 
This improvement, with the necessary labor, 
&e¢., will cost nearly $225,000. he plan pre- 
pared for the work also includes two additional 
rooms, each 20 by 20 feet, conveniently situated, 
and opening into the Assembly Chamber. 

The other day the orderlies employed at the 
Capitol requested Lieut.-Gov. Jones to meet 
them in one of the committee rooms, and when 
he appeared they presented him with a fine, 
large-size crayon picture of himself, a perfect 
likeness and an artistic work. Tie picture was 
handaomely framed, and now adorns the rooms 
of the genial Lieutenant-Governor. Mr. Jones 
was taken entirely by surprise, but made a few 
feeling remarks, expressing the pleasure it gave 
him to receive such a tribute from hia old Grand 
Army friends. All the orderlies are veterans.

In pursuance of the arrangement made at 
the Democratic caucus on Wednesday even- 
ing, the House took an adjournment yes- 
terday. Owing tothe tardiness of the Dem- 
wcratic members the resolution agreed on 
jn the caucus was not presented, but there 
is no doubt thatit will be duly acted on. 
It postpones the Direct Tax bill until 
next Decomber, and practically defeats it. 
The means resorted to by its opponents 
were unjustifiable, but the bill was certain- 
ly a bad one. It is now believed in Wash- 
ington that it was only the first of several 
appropriating large sums of money by 
which it was hoped to hinder if not to 
prevent the passage of the Revenue Reduc- 
tion bill. If that was the scheme it has 
miscarried.

The.method adopted by the Commission- 
ers of Charities.and Correction in getting 
rid of Warden WatsnH of the Tombs is 
scarcely more.creditable than the original 
appointment. Instead of considering his 
general bad record and the specific charges 
of Mr. RHODES and removing him from of- 
office, they let him down easy by inducing 
Mr. RyHopEs to withdraw his charges and 
then glossing them over and accepting a 
resignation that WaLsH was practically 
forced to offer. Behind all this there seems 
to have been-a deal involving the appoint- 
ment-of a Tammany man as the Warden’s 
successor. This whole performance is char- 
acteristic of municipal politics twenty 
years ago, and is a disgrace to all con- 
cerned. The original appointment of 
WaALsH,: who:was notoriously unfit for any 
place of public trust, was the result of a 
most disreputable bargain, in which such 
high-toned politicians.as EDWARD COOPER 
and E. ELLERY ANDERSON were con- 
spicuously *concerned. WatsH has con- 
ducted himself as-was to be expected, and 
the Commissioners have shown a weak 
subserviency to the political bosses, with 
whom the chief responsibility lies. 

Sixty-eight Republicans in the Assembly, 
all whose votes were recorded, voted yes- 
terday in favor of the constitutional 
amendment prohibiting the manufacture 
or sale within this State of all intoxicating 
liquors, whether brewed, fermented, or dis- 
tilled, without exception for any purpose, 
The vote was on a resolution proposing the 
amendment and referring it to the Legisl&t- 
ure to be chosen at the next election 
of Senators, as required by the Con- 
stitution, but no honest and _ sincere 
man would vote for it unless he favored 
the adoption of the amendment. Now, 
sixty-six members of the Assembly have 
already voted for the High License bill, 
which is entirely inconsistent with prohi- 


bition, and those who opposed high license 


did so because they were not even in favor 
of the measure of restriction for which it 
provides. Doubtless this resolution will be 
supported in the Senate by the very Repub- 
licans who cannot be induced to vote for a 
practical scheme of legislation to restrict 
the liquor traffic to a very moderate extent. 
Such clap-trap will deceive nobody and if 
it captures one Prohibition vote it must 
be that of a very simple-minded person. 





The combination of the employing brew- 


ersis likely to prove effectual. A strike 
has already been made in the West by the 
journeymen against the refusal of the em- 
ployers to deal with the unions. Here the 
question cothes up in aslightly different 
form. The employers merely threaten to 
ignore the unions unless the boycott de- 
clared by the latter against some of 
themselves is raised. The effect will be 
the same in either case. A brewery is nota 
manufactory that can be improvised, and if 
the union of employers comprises, as it is 
said to do, all theimportant firms in the 
trade throughout the country, it can 
be fought only by a _ boycott on all 
beer. Hewever desirable this might seem 
to the prohibitionists, it is notin the least 
likely to be enforced by men each of whom 
is in the habit of drinking a gallon of beer 
daily. The result here will probably be at 
least a formal repeal of the boycott. 
SEL RE SE OT OE IT EE ET, 

The resolution offered by Senator ALuti- 
g0N for creating a tribunal of international 
arbitration authorizes the President to open 
negotiations for that purpose both with 
Great Britain and France. In thelatter coun- 
try, as well as inthe former, movements 


have already been’ initiafed for this pur- 
pose, so that the proposal would be reason- 
ably sure of finding a welcome. Our coun- 
try occupies an unusualfadvantage for such 
an undertaking, if it desires to carry it out, 
Besides being separated by the width of the 
ocean from any nation which could serious- 
ly contemplate aggressive operations against 
it, its policy of refraining from any attempt 
at the acquisition of territory or even of 
footholds in any part of the Old World, as 
well as its traditional antipathy to large 
standing armies, make a good basis for the 
apparent sincerity of any overtares it might 
make to substitute arbitration for the 
sword. Equal sincerity would be necessary 
on the part of Great Britain and France, in 
order that the plan proposed might be di- 
rected to lasting purposes rather than to 
any immediate and special end. Whether 
such a tribunal is practicable is another 
matter; but if it be, its successful establish- 
ment would be something of which the par- 
ticipating nations mightproperly be proud. 


One would suppose that ALEXANDER the 
Great constituted about as safe a topic as 
anybody could discuss. It is a subject 
upon which a statesman of Ohio or Indiana 
might have lectured with impunity at the 
very crisis of the fiat money agitation, 
and which a Democratic statesman in a 
manufacturing community might even now 
hail as a refuge from a committal on the 
tariff message. Yet our esteemed contem- 
porary, the Levant Herald, comes to us with 
its first two columns blank, except 
for a dozen lines of painful explanation. 
It appears from this explanation that the 
Turkish censor has suppressed ‘‘ our arti- 
cle,” which ‘‘ was a review of the character 
of ALEXANDER the Great, with some re- 
marks on the incompleteness of the his- 
toric record of his personal qualities.” 
Happily there is no official censorship in 
this country, and there 1s no reason 
why Senator Evarts should be deterred 
from the preparation of the remarks 
on ‘Pericles as a Publicist,” which 
it is rumored that he intends to spring upon 
the next Republican State Convention 
when the question of high license is sub- 
mitted to that body. Our Constantinopoli- 
tan contemporary says that its article was 
suppressed because the censor thought he 
detected political allusions in it; but no- 
body has ever even suspected Mr. Evarts’s 
speeches upon subjects as to which there was 
any difference of opinion in the party of 
containing anything of the kind. 


MORAL IDEAS IN POLITICS. 

When the bill to punish bribery at elec- 
tions came before the Assembly the other 
aay there were members of both parties 
shameless enough to avow their opposition 
toit. The bill was recommitted for the 
purpose of having certain sections to which 
objection was made more carefully consid- 
ered, and it has not yet appeared how 
much the opposition to its purpose 
amounts to, but nothing could more 
strikingly indicate the extent to which 
the moral sense of men engaged in 
practical politics has become debauched 
than the fact that there should be any op- 
position at all. The bill has one plain pur- 
pose and no other, and that is to put a 
check upon the corrupt and disgraceful 
practice of buying votes. Any man who 
opposes it does by that very act appear as a 
defender of the practice and avow himself 
in favor of its continuance, though so far as 
it prevails it reduces the electoral suffrage 
to a competition for votes by purchase. 

The very next day a motion to advance 
the Ballot Reform bill was opposed by all 
but five of the Democrats in the Assembly 
and failed for lack of a two-thirds vote. 
This opposition was led by Mr. SHEEHAN 
of Buffalo, who is understood to take his 
cue from Gov. HIL1, and it apparently 
indicates a disposition on the part of the 
Democrats to defeat the bill. If this is 
the case, it gives a most disheartening view 
of the condition into which a political party 
may be brought by a leader utterly devoid 
of moralscruple. The purpose of the Ballot 
Reform bill is as clear and unmistakable as 
that of the bill to punish bribery at elec- 
tions. Its sole object is to secure the purity 
of elections and make them a fair and hon- 
est expression of the popular will. It is 
intended, in the first place, to put an end to 
that combination of bribery and blackmail 
which consists of assessing candidates for 
the expense of -printing and distributing 
ballots,‘and which makes it impossible for 
any men to get a nomination for public 
office without paying forit. It is intended 
in the next place to prevent the purchase 
of thousands of votes by the device of 
hiring men to peddle ballots, with the un- 
derstanding that their own votes and all 
that they can secure are part of the consid- 
eration for which they are paid. It would 
put anend to the fraudulent bunching of 
ballots and the deception of ignorant or 
unwary voters. It would stop the infamous 
practice of leading gangs of worthless 
fellows to the polls to vote tickets put into 
their hands and paying them in the neigh- 
boring rumshops. In short, it would do a 
hundred times as much for the purification 
of the ballot box and the protection of the 
electoral sufirage from corruption and abuse 
as any possible law for the punishment of 
bribery. 

No man with honest instincts or a sound 
moral sense, no man with a respectable 
standard of political conduct, can possibly 
object to a law for effecting such a purpose 
as this, and we cannot believe that political 
corruption has gone so far that one man in 
ten in the community would avow himself 
opposed to a law intended to put an end 
to the evils of which we have spoken. 
Low politicians, who benefit or profit 
by corrupt abuses, and who get other 
people’s money to use in an _ ignoble 
traffic for votes, might be expected secretly 
to wish that their infamous trade might 
not be interfered with, but that the leaders 
of aparty in a legislative hall and under the 
inspiration of a man high in office should 
openly take ground in defense of the de- 
bauchery of the suffrage and against re- 
storing its integrity and protecting its 
purity is something startling. It shows 
that for them moral standards have no 
place in political strife. 

There is another test of moral ideas in 
politics in the High License bill, and there 


the symptoms of degradation are not con- 
fined to oneparty. The purpose of the High 
License bill is to restrict in a very moderate 
measure the evils that flow from the traffio 
in intoxicating liquors. This is a question 
that touches the moral and social con- 

dition of the community. The degra- 
dation, pauperism, and crime that 
are fostered by the liquor _ traffic 
are something that cannot be denied. 

They are too gross and palpable, and the 
necessity of such legal restriction as is prac- 
ticable and reasonable is obvious to every 
right-thinking citizen. To such a person 
there can be no two sides to the question,;. 
and yet such is the power attained by the 
destructive and demoralizing traffic in in- 

toxicating drinks that we see the represent- 
atives of one entire political party under 
its sway and enough of the other to make it 
doubtful whether so moderate a measure as 
the High License bill can be passed through 
the State Senate. e party which once 
boasted of its moral ideas has twenty-one 
representatives in that body out of a total 
of thirty-two and yet it cannot count upon 

seventeen votes fora measure the sole ob- 

jection to which is that it is toa mild ex- 

tent opposed to the most immoral influence 

from which modern society suffers. ‘Two of 

its Senators are openly andavowedly in the 

service of the liquor power. Three others 

are controlled by personal interests associ- 

ated with it. To such-a pass have our poli- 

tics come, and it begins to look as though, 

if uny substantial reforms are to be secured, 

there must be some new organization of the 

forces through which the desires of the peo- 

ple in public affairs are to find effect. 


LAWYERS’ LAW AND PEOPLE'S LAW. 

The patriotic code editor of the Evening 
Post warns the people of New-York against 
a vile, covert attack on their liberties which 
has passed the Senate and is now onthe 
order of third readings in the Assembly. 
We take leave to add our voice to his in the 
same spirit of hilarious: gloom which has 
animated recent hearers of Mr. O’CONNOR’S 
Hamlet. There has never been such a 
crisis since the Dutch captured Holland. 
Unless the militia are called out cur laws 
will be ‘‘ denationalized” over night, and a 
monarchy will be established among us, 
We all know how it was when the Criminal 


‘Code was passed against the protest of the 


Bar Association that, unless the peoplerose 
in their might, trial by jury, that palladium 
of our liberties. would be swept from our 
courts. We scarcely know how it hap- 
pened that the code was passed. Trial by 
jury is still the custom, and everybody 
has been tranquil until now aroused by 
this trumpet call to rally against the 
‘“‘netrifaction” of our law. Every one 
knows that after the law has been pub- 
lished it never can be amended with 
the swiftness characteristic of common 
“unwritten” Jaw, which purifies itself 
in the course of centuries like a running 
river. It makes no difference that the Con- 
stitution of the State declared in 1846 that 
[this process being too slow for American 
ideas] amendment should be hastened by a 
commission of citizens of New-York. It is 
wholly apart from the point that, the opin- 
ion of the people being asked, they voted, 
yeas, 221,528, nays, 92,436. It is of no 
use to intimate that, the Legislature being 
chosen by universal suffrage, the people are 
pretty well represented at Albany. All 
these suggestions have nothing to do with 
the fact that something foreign, something 
German, or perhaps French, or, at the very 
least, anti-English, is on foot at the capital. 
But, thank Heaven, the sacred geese have 
hissed, and the code may yet be beaten if 
only the Assemblymen can be scared. 

A specimen of the ill to be wrought by 
the code is that New-York law is to be 
made characteristic of the customs of the 
people of the State. It would be infinitely 
better, for instance, that Congress should 
make laws for the entire Union on such sub- 
jects as marriage, divorce, commercial 
paper, and soon. To be sure, that was not 
the wisdom of the forefathers. It was an 
old-fogy idea that the Federal Legislature 
should legislate on national topics only, 
and nothing could be in worse taste than 
the revival of the doctrine that the people 
of the various States should make their own 
laws. To be sure, uniformity of legislation 
can be secured in various ways without ap- 
pealing to Congress. The recent informal 
conference on inter-State extradition gives 
one hint how this may be done. A bill now 
before the Legislature for an inter-State 
conference on other topics carries the hint 
further. And the adoption of certain New- 
York laws almost in ipsissimis verbis in over 
half the Union is the most suggestive hint 
of all, and one most satisfying to the pride 
of good Knickerbockers. Wyoming, for in- 
stance, hasin this very year adopted the 
text of the code now under vote upon one 
of the subjects mentioned by our vigilant 
contemporary. This process must be nipped 
in the bud, or the State where the code was 
born will be sadly out of joint with its sis- 
ter States, which have detected the good 
in Nazareth and adopted the cornerstone 
out of which the lawyers frightened the 
people for whom the reform was prepared. 

Above ail, we would warn the Assembly- 
men against inconsiderate haste on this 
subject. It is nothing that this code was 
years in preparation and was submitted to 
the entire Bench and Bar for correction 
before the first vote was taken on it a score 
of yearsago. Itis nothing that it has sur- 
vived a generation of criticism and bas 
been working law élsewhere for years. 
Still further grace should be given to the 
lawyers who do not yet know what is in it, 
as was boasted by the eminent Judge 
who learnedly argued against it before a 
legislative committee upon the basis of 
what he could gather during the railway 
ride to Albany. Above all, the law should 
never be vulgarized by printingitin Eng- 
lish in one little book. Itis time enough 
fora man to learn the law when he gets be- 
fore the courts, If he wants to learn it 
quicker, let him hire a lawyer, and if that 
learned man’s law doesn’t suit him, let him 
go elsewhere, and, our word for it, he can 
get another law for the same statement of 
facts. And he need not be ‘surprised if 
he can get a specimen differing from 
both by waiting five years and consulting 
the Court of Appeals. The attempt to re- 
form this has been successfully made else- 


where, but it won’t-do in New-York. There 
is something peculiar about New-York, 
and no amount of learning or experience. 
that can be cited from other nations, or 
from other States in our own Nation, will 
“go” at Albany. The Evening Post’s code 
editor has said it. 


“ VINDICATING” MR. 


HEALTH. 
There is much in the attitude of the 


deyotees of Mr. BLAINE to excite mirth. 
Of all their recent performances the vindi- 
cation of Mr. BLAINE’s health, which is 
now going on with great zeal in the 
columns of the Tribune, is perhaps the 
most comic. When Mr. BLAINe’s letter of 
withdrawal appeared, and it was suggested 
that the author of that letter did not 
always say whathe meant or mean what 
he said, the wrath of the Tribune knew no 
bounds. It denounced all those who did 
not see in the letter an irrevocable 
refusal to be a candidate again as 
driveling idiots. That is not so long 
ago but that some of its readers 
must have experienced a mild surprise 
when they opened their Tribunes yesterday 
and read these words: *‘ Would these lies 
about Mr. BLAINnr’s health come quite as 
often as twice a week if Democrats and 
Mugwumps thought he was an easy candi- 
date to beat? If they actually believed 
that he would be defeated easier [sic] or 
more surely than other candidates, Demo-

toward the Republican Party would pre- 
vent any whisper of facts likely to hinder 
his nomination.” The drivelers, it seems, 
are hard at work to prevent the nomination 
of the man who they are drivelers for be- 
lieving would allow himself to be nomi- 
nated under any circumstances. 

This is rather an audacious assault, even 
for the Tribune, upon the intelligence of its 
readers. The Tribune follows it up witha 
vindication of Mr. BLarner’s health in its 
news columns. Its reporter has discovered 
Mr. EMMONS BLAINE, who has lately heard 
from his father that heis “ exceedingly well,” 
and Mr. JAMES G. BLAINE, Jr., who has re- 
ceived corroborative evidence in letters 
that refer to his father’s ‘“‘excellent spirits.” 
Mr. S. B. ELxins, after adding his mite of 
testimony to the vindication, remarked: 
“There seems to be a malicious purpose in 
these rumors, and they should be put down, 
if they occur hereafter, as the emanations of 
malice.” 

Of course the greedy Democrats and 
spiteful Mugwumps ought really to be 
ashamed of themselves for aspersing the 
physical character of Mr. BLarng. If they 
had not been drivelers when the Florence 
letter was published they would have seen 
that Mr. BLAINE could not possibly be the 
candidate of his party, and if they were not 
drivelers now they would see that they 
could not possibly prevent his becoming the 
candidate of his party by telling semi-week- 
ly lies about his health, or by any other 
means. That seems to be the position of 
the Tribune. 

Another fervid admirer of Mr. BLAINr’s 
has taken what the greedy and the spiteful 
will admit to bea more efficacious method 


} of vindicating his physical vigor than-to pre- 


sent documentary evidence that has been 
subject to the supervision of the ath- 
lete himself. Ho has sent to ftaly 
to have the candidate photographed, 
and upon the arrival of the photograph 
he will publish it. Accompanied with a 
consular certificate that the photograph 
was taken on @ certain day, and that the 
negative has not been retouched, this would 
be an unexceptionable piece of evidence, 


‘and would make the Democrats and Mug- 


wumps writhe and drivel more than ever. 

But really what sort of picture of their 
candidate are the friends of Mr. BLAINE 
already giving to the public? They resent 
the suggestion that he did not take himself 
finally and irrevocably out of the Presi- 
dential canvass by his letter of withdrawal 
as an imputation on his honor; and they 
themselves goon “booming” him without 
paying the least attention to that utter- 
ance. If heis not a candidate, and cannot 
be induced to become one, what does it mat- 
ter, except to his personal friends, how 
many lies are told about the state of his 
health? The owner of arace horse who had 
given out that he did not mean to enter 
the animal for a certain event and after- 
ward showed great indignation at the 
rumors that the horse was off his feed or 
had picked up a nail would be suspected 
not to have made his withdrawal in good 
faith. There would be no dispute that Mr. 
BLAINE meant what he said if his special 
friends, who should know him better 
than any body else, did not allow their 
angry passions torise at anything that to 
them seems likely to injure his chance of 
getting the nomination that he has refused 
to accept. 


THE TROUBLES AT APIA. 

The mystery which has so long surround- 
ed the kidnapping of King MALIETOA by 
the Germans has at last disappeared. It is 
officially announced by Sir JAMES FERGUS- 
son in the House of Commons, on the faith 
of a dispatch from the Governor of Lagos, 
that the unfortunate monarch had been 
deposited as a prisoner at the Cameroons, 
German thoroughness is strikingly illus- 
trated in this action. The Samoan captive 
is set down almost exactly at the antipodes 
of his former realm, the one point being 
nine degrees east of Greenwich and a little 
north of the equator and the other 171 
degrees west and a little south in latitude, 
so that he would have half the circuit of 
the globe to make to find his way back. 

Coupled with this information comes the 
correspondence made up at. the Department 
of State forthe use of Congress on the proo- 
ess by which MALIETOA was deposed and 
TAMASESE made to reign in his stead. The 
point most interesting to note is Secretary 
BAYARD’S criticism in a letter to Minister 
PENDLETON on the course taken by Ger- 
Many as not being marked by “ that just 
consideration which the ancient friendship 
between the United States and Germany 
entitles this Government to expect,” and, 
further, that ‘‘the present condition of 
affairs in the islands cannot, in view of the 
circumstances under which it was brought 
about and is still maintained, be regarded 
by the United States as satisfactory.” 

The justice of the former of these com-

plaints is easily supported by an inspection 


of the documents prepared by: the State De- 
partment. It appears that the German 
Minister called at the department on the 


29th of August last and left a memoran-. 


dum saying that his Government proposed 
to independently protect its interests and 
to obtain satisfaction and reparation to the 
extent, if necessary, of declaring war 
against King Matretoa. In view of the 
fact that a United States Consul who had 
great influence over the King had not long 
before been rebuked and recalled by our 
Government because he also had acted in- 
dependently and had used his influence 
against what Germany-conceived to be its 
interests, Secretary BAYARD says this an- 
nouncement of the German Minister t8ok 
Moreover, the 
acts of Consul GREENEBAUM, unjustifiable 
as they no doubt were, had at least been 
exerted in behalf of the existing authori- 
ties, and not to overthrow them. 

But there seems to have been still another 
basis for the complaint. A perusal of the 
documents shows that on the 23d of Au- 
gust, 1887, Consul-General BECKER, at Apia, 
sent a letter to King MaA.Ltieroa ordering 
him instantly to punish certain offenders 
and to forthwith pay a fine of $1,000 and 
make a humble apology for their conduct, 
and also to pay for other injuries said to 
have been done to German plantations dur- 
inganumber of years. That the expecta- 
tion was not to effect a peaceful settlement 
is suggested by the tone of the document, 
which wound up with declaring that there 
had been constant bad government in Sa- 
moa ever since MALIETOA had come to the 
throne. The King wrotea cautious answer, 
saying that the charges were-so grave that 
he must submit them to his Government 
and chiefs, whom he would convene at once, 
and give a reply five days later, on the 29th. 
This answer reached the German flagship 
early the next morning, and within two 
hours the German naval brigade had landed 
at Apia and was searching the houses for 
the unfortunate King, who had prudently 
taken flight. On the same day the German 
naval commander formally proclaimed that 
by the order of the Emperor he had declared 
war “against the Chief MarteToa.” On 
the 25th the Germans proclaimed TAMASESE, 
a rival chief, King of Samoa, and thereupon 
the British and American Consuls made a 
formal protest. 

It will therefore be perceived that five 
days before the German Minister called at 
the State Department with notice of what 
his Government might do the thing indi- 
cated had alteady been done. MALIETOA 
was already deposed and a fugitive and 
TAMASESE was put by force in his place. 
The German Minister was not then aware 
how far matters had gone, but the summary 
character of this conduct is obvious. The 
influence of our Consul, Mr. Haroimp M. 
SEWALL, and of the British pro-Consul, Mr. 
W.H. WiLson, was exerted strongly and 
successfully in favor of peaceable submis- 
sion, and MALIETOA surrendered himself in 
order to avoid bloodshed. 

Mr. BAYARD also seems to have been justi- 
fied in writing to Mr. PENDLETON that the 
then existing state of things at Samoa was 
not wholly satisfactory to him. Still, 
affairs since then seem to have run more 
smoothly, and so far as now appears there 
has been no complaint by American traders 
and residents of any unjust treatment, 
either by ‘TAMASESE and his local Govern- 
ment or by the Germans, under whose in- 
fluence he is presumably acting. Hence 
there seems to be no probability at present 
of any disturbance of the existing status,

AN IMPUDENT LETTER. 


AN ALABAMA SHERIFF'S RESPONSE TO 


THE GOVERNOR. 
From the New-Orleans Times-Democrat, Aprii 5. 
The following correspondence has passed 
between the private secretary of Gov, Seay of 
Alabama and the Sheriff of Lowndes County, 


that State: , 
CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFIOK, 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 31, 1888. 
R. E. Brinson, Sheriff of Lowndes County, Haynea- 
ville, Ala.: 

DEAR SIR: Weo!'are very much shocked to-day by 
an account published in the newspapers ofthe mur- 
der of one Calloway, who, it is alleged, was a prison- 
er and in yourcustedy. The Chief Executive of the 
State regards with horror tkat a prisoner in the cua- 
tody of the law, without any triel and disarmed, 
should be made the victim ot a lawless mob, and he 
asks of you an account of your responsibility for the 
safe-keeping ofthia man. The Governor desires to 
know if vou had any reason to apprehend this at- 
tack. and if 80, What steps you took to resist it; but 
he takes occasion to say thatitis unlikely you will 
ever tind a betier opportunity to lay down a lifo, 
which at best can only be prolonged, than in an 
effort to enforce and vindicate the laws of which you 
are the Chiet Magistrate in the county of Lowndes. 

We must ail die, and a man cannot die better 
than in the discharge of a trust. The Governor 
does not mean to impute te you apy failure of duty 
in-this matter. To dos0 would be inline with the 
crime committed by this mob—that of condemnation 
without a hearing. On the contrary, he indulges 
the hope that it shall appear that the executive arm 
of Lowndes County was overwhelmed, and that no 
dishonor attaches to it. He communicates with you 
for the purpose of obtaining an account of this al- 
leged outrage, and with the hope that you may be 
inspired with the determination to bring the perpe- 
trators of this great crime to justice. It is important 
everywhere on earth that thelaw should reign su- 
preme, and if it is more important in one condition 
than in another it is where mere numerical and 
brutal ferces may be organized against law itself. 
Weare held by every consideration of justice and of 
expediency to uphold the law. Answer. 

The answer of Sheriff Brinson is as follows: 
OFFICE OF R. E. BRINSON, SHERIFF OF —_— 

COUNTY, HAYNKSVILLE, Ala., April 3, 
His Excellency the Governor of Alabama: 

DEAK SIR: Your favor of March 51 is at hand. My 
understanding is that section 8 of article 5 of the 
Constitution of Alabama requires that the Governor 
shall take care that the laws bs faithfully executed. 
There is no legislation which gives force, effect, or 
direction as to how be shall carry out this require- 
ment. Investigations into violations of the law re- 
poses in the Grand Juries of the several counties. 
Hence, as Sheriff of Lowndes County, I beg to deny 
to your Excellency the authority to inquire of me 
as to the matter referred to in your letter of March 
31, and, on personal grounds, I object to any lecture 
in respect to the duties the law implies or the con- 
science imposes. I beg. also, to say that I am not 
of that hereio mold which weuld make me a certain 
sacrifice to any cause whatever, except that of my 
wite and children. As the expression of the opinion 
of the Gevernor as an individual, your letter of 
March 31 is acknowledged.

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THE OLDEST JOURNALIST IN EUROPE. 
Letter from 1. Wemyss Keid to the Editor of the 
London Times. 


I observe that your Brussels correspondent 
speaks of M. Bourson (whose death he an- 
nounees) as “the oldest working journalist in 
Europe.” May I suggest that this title rather 
belongs of richt to a countryman of our own, 
Sir Edward Baines, who in a few weeks will 
complete his eighty-eignth year, and who cer- 
tainly down toa few months ago, and, for any- 
thing I know to the contrary, down to this pres- 


ent moment, has taken an active part in conneo- 
tion with the Leeds Mercury. Sir Edward 
Baines began his career as a journalist some 
three years after Waterloo was fought. He was 
present asa reporter for the Leeds Mercury at the 
pattle of Peterloo, in 1819, and subsequently 
gave evidence on behalf of the men arrested in 
connection with. that famous gathering which 
told greatly in their favor. For full 
70 years he has been a journalist, and 
one to whom may justly be attributed the honor 
of having played his part as an English press- 
man without fear and without reproach. The 
condition of English journalism has been revolu- 
tionized twice over since Sir Edward Baines 
begaar his career as a reporter and the assistant 
of his father in editing the Leeds Mercury, but I 
can bear testimony to the fact that years have 
not chilled his eager interest in every improve- 
ment introduced into the newspaper press any 
more than they have lessened his devotion to 
the best interests of his fellow-countrymen. [ 
think, Sir, you will agree with me that even the 
payment of a tribute of respect to a distin- 
guished foreign editor should not be couched in 
such language as to make it appear that we 
ignore the fact that the real doyen of European 
journalism is an Englishman.

A NEW PRIVATE GALLERY, 


Mr. Thomas E. Waggaman of George. 
town, D. O, a nephew of the former Senator of 
that name, has thrown open his private gallery 
of ceramics and paintings to the publie. It is not 
such a large collection as that of Mr. W. T. 
Walters of Baltimore, but it is well chosen, 
and offers quite as many interesting and beauti- 
ful objects as anybody will care to examine at 
one time. Mr. Wazggaman isa devout Roman 
Catholic, and intends to charge an admission 
fee and turn the proceeds over to the parish of 
which he isa member. He does not assume te 
be a finished connolsseur, neither does he pre- 
sent his collection as the last word iu establish- 
ments of the kind; he is merely a beginner, who 
has formed an admirable nucleus for a grand 
collection, and wishes to make it useful te the 
public as soon as possible. Having thought the 
matter over carefully he has come to the con. 
clusion that an admission fee will work good in 
two ways, namely, attract visitors and supply 


--@ fund for charity; the former because it ig 
‘noticed that the public undervalues and slight 


what is offered for nothing, and will make aa 
effort to seo what is worth a charge. 

The gallery adjoins and forms part of the com. 
fortable mension in Georgetown on O-street, s4¢ 
that only those who are really interested in the 
fine arts are likely to make the pilgrimage acrosg 
the bridge to the old suburb of Washington. 
But those who shali devote three or four hours 
tothe trip are in no danger of wasting their 
time. Mr. Waggaman shows originality in the 
arrangement of his treasures which are placed 
in glass cases that line the wallsin the position 
of the dado, leaving the upper wall space fo1 
the paintings. Porcelains of all sizes are treated 
like rare books in closed book cases, where they 
show finely against the cherry lining of shelves 
made to accommodate them. Hereis a section 


devoted to the pottery figurines in which the 
Japanese delight, some of them religious in sig 
nificance, others barely mythologieal, others 
pure humor and whim. Next come ancient 
pieces belonging to the centuries. when Japan 
was barbarous compared with China, and again 
there is & section devoted to the ceramics of 
Corea. At one end of the gallery the eye 
plunges into a small greenhouse, but elsewhere 
the walls are covered with pictures. 

_ There are about 80 oils and water colors here 
Signed by French, American, Italian, Russian, 
English, and Spanish artists. “The Standard 
Bearer,” by Villegas, and “A Halt,” by 
Decamps; “‘ Arabes eu Voyage” by Fromentin, 
and ‘A Carbineer,” by Edouard Detaille are fair 
examples of the artists. ‘‘New Weir on the 
Wye” is a atriking picture assigned toJ. W. M. 
Turner; it certainly has his characteristic orici- 
nality, but the subject is unusual. The Diaz and 
Corot are hardly up to mark; the Bouguereau, 
“Going to the Weil,” isaspecimenof his care- 
ful, self-respecting work; thereis a good mill- 
tary picture by A. de Neuville and works of in- 
terest by Makovaky, Peskoff, and Cheiminsky. A 
watercolor of sheep and forest, by Anton 
Mauve has gained in vaiue since the 
death of that rising master of JHolland. 
The Americans are Boughton, George Inneas, 
Van Schaick, Quartley, Knight, Bolton Jones, 
Harry Chase, J. G. Brown, and Sridgman. There 
is also a painting by a local artist who shows 
promise, R. N. Brooke of Washington, and a 
water color by W. H. Holmes, the arcnzologist 
of the Smithsonian who possesses a most charm: 
ing talent. “A Chiogzian Freight Boat, Venice,” 
proves that Mr. Holmes is a loss to the fine aris, 
even if his studies of prehistoric American pot 
tery areagain. Itis perhaps a sign that Mr, 
Waggaman belongs to the genuine collectors tw 
tind him taking in the works not only of Amer- 
icans generally but of some who are almost un- 
known. In other words he has bought on the in- 
trinsic merits of the pictures, not because deal- 
ers have persuaded himthat they are good in- 
vestments. 

In rarity and beauty the ceramics, however, 
Surpass the paintings of this collection. The 
catalogue has been edited by Mr. Edward Greey, 
whose long stuy In Japan and constant hand- 
ling of Japanese and Chinese curios for many 
years make him a most competent person for 
such a task. When he has pot known the pleco 
in question he has sought the dealer from which 
it was bought and supplied its history; thus the 
objects from Mr. H. Shugio, the Japanese dealer, 
have references to that effect. A great number 
of the articies, however, are from the wonderful 
collection of Capt. Brinckley of Yokohama, 
which was dispersed in New-York last year. Aj 
Mr. Greey is at work with Capt. Brinckley on 
the latter’s ‘‘ History of Japanese Ceramics” 
soon to be published, this catalogue has had tha 
benedt of the light thrown by that work on a 
most diffieult subject. 

A traveler in Corea who has just published a 
book on that peculiar peninsula says of the 
curio shops of Soul: “The only distinctive na 
tive article seemed to consist of iron caskets 
inlaid with silver, the pattern of which was 
sometimes very delicate,” aud was able to find 
no native porcelain at all, only some Chinese 
porcelain and bronzes of an inferiorclass. The 
absence of Corean work is confronted by the 
statements of Japanese history concerning the 
introduction of the potter's art in the higher 
branches from Corea into Japan. The same 
traveler (W. R. Carles) managed finally to pur- 
chase some pieces, which he describes as a cel- 
adon ware with the pattern running under the 
giaze, and reports that they were found 
in @& grave in the south of Cores. 
“They are made of an opaque clay of a 
light redaish color. In one of the smaller pieces 
is aradiate ornament in the centre, which ap- 

ears made up of a series of irregular white 

ragments of quartzor porcelain, which must 

have been imbedded tn the clay before the bak- 
ing, and some of which project above the sur- 
face, though thickly covered with glaze.” It 
would be interesting to know whether this ware 
is Corean or an old importation from China. In 
seciion III. of Mr. Waggaman’s catalogue 
Mr. Greey treats briefly of Corean were. He 
casts doubt on the Corean origin of Japanese pot- 
tery. Heis willing to admit that Corean pottery 
taught the Japanese at an early date, and that 
in the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries “ they 
made exquisite ivory-white porcelain in no way 
inferior to the famous ware of China.” But his 
solution of the problem is the existence of some 
race in China, Corea, and Japan, whien has dis- 
appeared, leaving only the forms and deeora- 
tive motivesin ceramics which seem to us so 
beautiful, or, if not beautiful, so pleasantly 
grotesque. ‘An examination of ancient wareg 
found in India, China, Corea, and Japan will 
convinee the student that all the forms and 
decorative motives employed by those nations 
had acommon origin among a race, every otber 
trace of which had been obliterated by the hand 
of time.” 

Of course a eatalogue on the modest scale 
fitted for Mr. Waggaman’s gallery,cannot enter 
into particulars, but such brief notices will 
whet the curiosity of those to whom these 
branches of the fine arts are something mora 
than an amiable weakness. If the subject is to 
be disoussed at length in Brinckley’s book it 
seems long incoming. Why hasit not appeared? 
Among other remarks which are likely to sur- 
prise, the statement concerning the comparative 
lateness of fine ceramics in Japanisnoteworthy, 
and also that eoncerning the superiority of 
archaic American pottery to the archaic warg 
of Nippon. The references are to monographs 
by William H. Holmes printed by the Govern: 
ment in 1885 and 1886. 

“Tho fragmentary specimens of the more archaia 
wares show little skillin technique, they being in 
fact mere ‘pottery infants,’ destitute of glaze, aud 
‘possessing only the charms of a barbaric youth:’ 
and this description is equally applicable to the an- 
cient productions of the Japanese, which, prior ta 
the close of the eighth century, were unglazed, and 
even down to the thirteenth insignificant and in. 
artistic when compared with the pottery of the early 
races that inhabited our own continent.” 

It would be wasted space to enterinto deserip- 
tions of objects whose shade of color, fine va- 
riation of line, and caprieious outline make up 
their charm. Many of the pieces have been seen 
in New-York by those who keep themselves 
posted on Oriental ceramics. Washington ig 
to be congratulated on a collection so we), 
chosen and cleverly disposed and provided with 
a catalogue embodying the latest ideas concern 
ing the ceramics of the furthest East. 
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THE NEW OREMATORIUM AT MILAN. 
From the Lonaon Times. 

The new crematorium at Milan is situated 
atthe extreme end of the Campo Santo, just 
outside the walls of Milan, and itis open to tne 
inspection of visitors. The temple, as it is 
called, is a building in the Grveco-Doric style, 
constructed of stone, and having a open fagade 


supported by columns, from behind whichrises @ 
tower which, as seen from the outside, looks a‘ 
if it reeipeeetst yr of the temple, although ip re 
ality it stands quite by itsel! and is the chimney, 
The inside of the building is divided into several 
rooms, in the first of which the religious rites 
which attend the incineration take place, and 
the walls of which are lined with funeral urns 
containing the ashes of many of those who have 
been cremated at Milan. There is a separate 
room in which the bodies are piaced pending 
cremation, and a third in which the rela 
tives and friends spend the two hours oceu- 
pied by the cremation itself. There are twa 
furnaees—one being for general use and the 
other for bodies of persons who have died of con: 
tazious diseases and are not natives of Milan. 
In both cases the process lasts about two hours, 
and the body is not visible to the onlookers 
when being put into the furnaces, nor are the 
ashes afterward. There are now in Italy some- 
thing like 32 societies and committees for favor- 
ing cremation.

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TRIUMPH OF THE MINORITY 


QHE HOUSE DEAD-LOCK BROK- 
EN AT LAST. 

AND THE DIRECT TAX BILL GOES OVER 
TILL DECEMBER—EXCITING SCENES 
AT THE CLOSE OF THE BATTLE. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Much to the dis- 
gust of the Republicans, the Democrats of the 

House to-day ‘flopped together” to postpone 

consideration of the bill to refund the direvt tax 

and to get rid of & measure the passage of 

which would have given the Republicans a 

chance to boast of their generosity or te hold 

up the Democrats as monsters of extravagance, 
as the circumstances might seem to require. 

The result is very satisfactory. The bill is one 

of doubtfal character, and it has been pushed 

forward by means fairly entitled to be 
called “queer.” There does not appear 
to have been any demand for it from 
the States entitled to the largest: sums 
under its provisions. There was a very anxious 
feoling in its favor inthe lobby. Itis not much 
of an argument for it that it passed the Senate 
by a large majority. Almost any bill appropri- 
ating money will go through the Senate. Itisa 
far less conservative body than the House in 
that respect. In postponing consideration of 
the bill until Dec. 6, 1888, opportunity is given 
to the country to consider the bill and instruct 

Congress. If the House at the next session 

passes it and it should go to President 

Cleveland, his treatment of it will be en- 

tirely free from any consideration of its 

political effect upon him as a candidate. But 
the result of to-day’s action is of more imme- 
fiate consequercs. In prolonging the dead-lock 
until to-day, the Democrats who opposed the 


bill, under the sagacious leadership of Mr. 
Oates and Mr. C. KR. Breckinridge, not only ac- 
complished the feat of conquering a majority 
witb a minority, but they headed off along list 
pf bills of questionable character intended to 
take moa6é7 frow the ‘ireasury and so to weaken 
the argument for a reduction of the surplus 
revenues. It is plain enough tothe tariff-reform 
Democrats that Mr. Kandall, Mr. Reed and Mr. 
Cannon acted with deliberation in the Committee 
on Rules in putting forward the Direct Tax bill, 
proposing tu expend $17,000,000, in a way cal- 
culated to insure its passage before the tariff 
billcame up, and thus they also slated the Dill to 
indemnify the holders of swamp lands in the 
South, a bill that is asserted to cover a demand 
for pntold millions. The day for the latter bill 
was lost by to-day’s adjournment. To the 
Democrats who from the first opposed the ele- 
vation of Mr. Randall to the Chairmanship of 
the Appropriation Committee and the Commit- 
tee on Rules the tangle of the last weckisa 
painful proof of the assertion made by them 
tiat Randall would at the first opportunity re- 
pay Mr. Carlisle’s generosity as the viper in the 
fable repaid the kindness of the woodman who 
Nvarmed him back to life in his bosom. 

The rally of the Democrats was not prompt or 
eoldierlike. They blundered, as a badly-disci- 
plined force is ever likely to blunder, ‘and for a 
time, owing tothe more prompt attendanoe of 
the Republicans, they exposed themselves to 
the laughter aud jeers which they deserved. 
The House met at 11:45. The Republicanfside 
was well filled. On the Democratic side there 
Was an inexcusably Jarge number of vacant 
chairs. The Republicans had learned of the 
action of the Democratic caucus of the night 
before and Mr. Reed was on hand ready to 
lead his wet-disciplined forces. There was 
much confusion all over the floer when 
the Speaxer called the body to order. Mr. Ran- 
dali caught the Speaker’s oye just as the gavel 
fell. He stood in his place with a paper in his 
band, and whiie Mr. Reed was sharply demand- 
ing ‘‘regularorder” and a chorus of Republic- 
ans echoed the demand Mr. Randall was heard 
asking unanimous consent to make a statement. 
Mr. Reed knew what the statement was to be. 
He did not want to hear it, and what he did not 
care to hear none of the Republicans wished to 
listen to. The paper he!d by Mr. Randall was 
the following resolution: 

fesolved, That Thursday, Dec. 6, Saturday, veo. 
8.and Tuesday, Dec. 11, 1888, immediately after 
the reading of the Journal be and are hereby set 
aside for the consideration of Senate bill No. 184 
entitled ‘An act to credit‘and pay to the several 
States and Territories :nd the District of Columbia 
all the moneys collected under the direct tax leviea 
by act of Congress approved Aug. 5, 1861,” now 
in the Committee of the Wholo on the State of the 
Union, and at 4 P. M., Tuesday, Dev. 11, the same 
shall be seported to the House with such amend- 
ments a8 May have been avyreed upon in the commit- 
tee, and the previous question shall then be con. 
sidered as ordered on all such amendments, and 
ordering the said bill to be engrossed and read a 
third time and on the passage of the bill, and the 
votes thereon shall then be taken by the Houss. 

When Mr. Randall was shut off Mr. Cox made 
the motion to adjourn, and the yeas and nays 
were demanded by Mr. Reed. As the roll was 
called the Republicans voted in the negative 
and the Demourats, with one exception, voted 
in the affirmative. The exception was Mr. 
Sowden of Pennsylvania, In bolting § the 
caucus he risked nothing. His desertion of his 
party was mere wantonness. The Pennsyl- 
vania Legisluture, in reapportioning the State, 
threw Mr. Sewden ant Mr. Ermentrout into 
one Congressional districs. Up to a recent date 
both were considered anti-Cleveland men 
and devoted adherents of Randall Mr. 
Ermentrout, it is asserted, ‘‘tuok cover,” 
and declared himself in line with his 
party. That threw Sowden outinthecola. He 
evidently concluded that it made no difference 
what he did. [t is assumed that he voted with 
the Republicans and against the Demoerats out 
of *‘cussedness.” The vote on Mr. Cox’s motion 
to adjourn was 131 to 133. The Republicans 
had applauded Sowden as he stood in the open 
area in front of the Speaker’s desk and shouted 
“No.” Now, when the announcement of the 
vote was given and the motion to adjourn was 
declared lost, the Republicans rose in a body 
‘and cheered like a section of Blaine shouters in 
‘a National Convention. 

Again Mr. Reed was at the front, shouting for 
the reguiar order. There was confusion on the 
Democratic side. Mr. McMillin, the leading 
member of tne Ways and Means Committee, was 
acting in Mr. Mills’s place and was demanding 
acallof the House while Mr. Reed asked for 
the regular order. There was a vote on Mr. Mc- 


Millin’s motion, and the Republicans again } 


laughed derisively when the Democrats neg- 
lected to vote for the call and almost to a man 
voted against it. The Speaker protested 
against the cheers and laughter. ‘ Gentle- 
men will remember,” he shouted, “ that 
this is the House of Representatives of 
the United States and not a public 
meeting.” Mr. Randall again tried to get his 
statement before the House. ‘ Regular order !” 
shouted Mr. Reed again and again. Mr. Ran- 
dull sat down as the Republicans laughed 
pore oe Mr. Townshené of Illinois be- 
came excited. Up he popped to shout across to 
his opponents, ‘‘He laugha best who laughs 
last.” The discomfiture of the Democrats was 
to be only temporary. They had accomplished 
their purpose. They had provided intervening 
business with which to follow witha new mo- 
tion for adjournment. As soon as the motion 
fora call of the House was declared lost Mr. 
Cox was up again with his motion to ada- 
journ. Everybody wanted the yeas and nays, 
and the roli was again called. Again Mr. Sow- 
den refused to be coaxed into submission to the 
will of the majority of his party. Having broken 
with the caucus he preferred to be consistent, 
and so he again voted with the Republicans. 
Before the roll call was concluded it was known 
that a sufficient number of tardy Democrats had 
come in to give that side a majority for adjourn- 
ment. The result was announced: Yeas, 148; 
nays, 137. Nowit was the turn of the Demo- 
crats to act as if they were in a 
public meeting, and they § did They 
rose in their places ana buried back 
upon the Republicans volley after volley of 
cheers, shrill and loud and long, Mr. Springer 
and Mr. Townshend being amony tke most con- 
apicuous of the men who waved hats and news- 
papers and handkerchiefs over their heads. 
The cheering on the Republican side was over. 
Mr. Boutello, however, could not let the victo- 
rious Demvcrats off without a parting shot. As 
the cheers subsided, his voice was heard roar- 
ing above the Democratic din: 
old yell.” 

The battle was over, the dead-iock broken. 
The session of Wednesday, April 4, had contin- 
ued eight days. It was past 12 o’clock, the 
eighth dav was lost, and the members went 
home to rest, preparatory to resuming business 
to-morrow.

There will be no haste by the Ways and Means 
Committee to report the Bond Purchase bill as- 
sent to it from the Senate with the Beok amend- 
ment providing for an increased coinage of sil- 


ver. Before reporting it the committee will call 
upon Secretary Fairchild to give his opinion as 
to what the efiect would be of the adoption of 
the Beck amendment. Until he is so requested 
it 1s not likely that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury will express any opinion about the bil. le 
has made made no secret of the fact that he is 
very much opposed to Mr. Beck’s proposi- 
tion, but, as an executive officer, does not 
feel at liberty to give public expression to views 
that migbt be taken as criticism of the legislat- 
ive branch. It is known that Mr. Fairchild does 
mot regard the expressions in the House and 
the Senate as authorizing ths purchase of bonds. 
He still thinks that there is doubt as to his au- 
thority to relieve financial distress by bond sales. 
He does not feel that the Treasury would not be 
unable to meet a great emergency, but for 
the present does not see any necessity for in- 
flicating what would be done in case of a re- 
newal of the stringency of last Fall. The 
fact that the ‘Beck amendment is not 
acceptable to the Treasury 1s regarded as al- 
most conclusive of the fate of the Dill if it 
should be passed by the House. The Treasury 
and the ‘Administration are one. The course of 
the Democratic Senators who favored the Beck 
silver amendment is not preciseiy friendly, but 
an attempt to attach to @ bill asxed for by the 
Adruinistration a changes of policy radical and 
ridicutous. Every utterance from the Treasury 
since March, 1885, has been against increased 
coinage of silver. Thelaw has been observed 
in colnjng the $2,000,000 per month reauired to 


be coined, but that has not been circulated, It 
is in the vaults and will not go out.

We may be beaten down, 
but we never surrender, Spice nenegs) If there 
ever bas been a time in the history of Maryland 
when the Republican Party had the right to say 
that it was rightit is at this supreme moment. 
We have seen the halls at Annapolis hallowed 
by the presence ef George Washington contami- 
nuted by the dominant party in Maryland poli- 
tics. Our party is not one of policy, but one of 
principle. The eyes of the Republicans in 
Maryland not only are upon you, but the eyes of 
the party. What the Republican Party needs is 
not flowers forits funeral, but flowors for its 
wedding to the Government of the Nation, when 
the sceptre of authority shall drop from the 
nerveless hands of Cleveland and be taken up 
by some able Republican who will be nominated 
at Chicago and elected.”

DR. KOOH’S DELUSION. 


HOW HE AND A FORMER SWEETHEART 
FOOLED EACH OTHER. 

Dr. Edmund I. Koch, a German editor of 
Jersey City, was arraigned before Police Justice 
Wauser yesterday morning as a disorderly per- 
son. He wasthe husband of the woman who 
with her lover, a printerin Dr. Koch’s employ, 
committed suicide in Central Park two years or 
more ago. Dr. Koch has been more or less in- 
sane since that tragedy. His particular delu- 
sion has been the possession of great position 
and immense estates. A year and a half ago he 
renewed a correspondence with an old flame in 


Germany. He had been informed that she was 
wealthy, and the desire for her riches prompted 
him to make a proposal of marriage to her. He 
wrote that he wasin the enjoyment of a large 
property, and the woman’s cupidity induced her 
to accept the proposal, though, like Dr. Koch, 
she was verging upon the seventies. 

Almost immediately on the receipt of his let- 
ter she set sail for this country, only to find that 
Dr. Koch was as much in need of aid as she was. 
He was unable to give her the assistance she 
needed, and she had become reduced to want 
when some kind-hearted people supplied her 
with money to return to oe rage 5 Since that 
time the doctor has believed in nightly visits to 
him by his dead wife. A fewdays ago he fell 
and hurt his limb so badly that he could not 
help himself. Friends tried to persuade him to 
go to the city hospital, but he refused, and the 
police had to be called in. He will doubtless be 
sent to the county lunatic asylum.

RAISING INSURANOE RATES. 

The Lancashire Insurance Company of 
Manchester, England, yesterday signed an agree- 
ment to advance its rates for policies on brick 
dwellings and apartment houses, The German- 
American Company and a dozen others had al- 
ready assented to the advance, which is 150 per 
cent., the rate on brick dwellings for one year 
being 10 cents, whereas it used to be 10 cents 
for three years. Brokerago fees are not to ex- 
ceed 25 per cent. The arrangement will not go 
into effect until a certain number of companies 
have signed it. The advance is caused 
by the degeneration of the business, 
through the general cutting since the 
dissolution of the compact between the 
companies a yearago. The business became so 
profitiess that a few of the companies determined 
to make a stand. They think the people are in- 
telligent enough to know that where cheap poll- 
cies are the rule reserves cannot be created, and 
in some cases the companies cannot even pay 
their way. During the blizzard few managers 
of companies slept at night for fear of an out- 
break of fire in the dry goods district. If this 
calamity had happened anda big conflagration 
ensued, many of the companies would not have 
been able to pay more than 10 per cent. of their 
risks. Ifanyofthe companies who have en- 
tered tuto the agreement do notlive up to it, in- 
dividual members, in order to retain their cus- 
tom, will have to begin slashing again. 


POWDERLY ON THE PRESS. 
PHILADELPHIA, ApTil 12.—This week’s 
Journal of United Labor will publish three let- 
ters from Master Workman Powderly. In one 
of them he complains bitterly of the treatment 
the Knights of Labor receive at the hands of 
certain papers, and says: “An editorial in one 


of them takes me to task for entering into a 
compact with the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers to conduct the present strike on the 
Chicago, Burlington and Qnincy Road. I 
have entered into no deal, and have 
not altered my course a particle. I sim- 
ly reiterate my statement made at the 
Sozinning of the strike. Believing that the 
man who will take the place of another while 
that other ison strikeisascab, I cannot enter 
into any arrangement which will countenance 
the handling of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Road by Knichts of Labor. While I de 
not approve of strikes, I will never lend my 
sauction or ald to Knights or others to asaist a 
corporation to break up any labor organization. 
Iam willing to ecnterinto a compact with the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers to look 
after and guard the interests of labor for the 
future. Inthis matter I believe the General 
Master Workman will be sustained by the entire 
order regardless of what the past may have had 
in the way of difference between the two organ- 
izations, regardless of what papers that are 
unfriendly to organized labor may say.”

NOT 10 BE BULLDOZED. 


BOSS BREWERS PREPARING FOR EMER- 
GENCIES—PLENTY OF MEN TO BE HAD. 


The Boss Brewers yesterday published an 
advertisement stating that the journeymen 
brewers have been inatrumental in procuring 
and enforcing a boycott on beer of membefs of 
the Brewers’ Association, and declaring that 
unless the boycott be raised the members of the 
association on Monday will proceed to reorgan- 
ize their working force, At the same time, the 
bosses say, they pledge themselves to maintain 
in good faith any existing contracts with the men. 
The advertisement alsocalled for,men who want- 


ed steady employment at good wages as drivers 
and workingmen in breweries to register their 
names at 108 East Fourteenth-street on Thurs- 
day, Friday, and Saturday of this week. Several 
of the attachés at the headquarters of the Brew- 
ers’ Association were most of the day yesterday 
at that address taking down the names of apph- 
canta for work. During the day about 450 ap- 
phed. Among these were mechanics, laborers, 
and a number of brewers who were out of work. 

At the headquarters of the Brewers’ Assocta- 
tion, 2 irving-place, a member of the associa- 
tion safd that one of the difficulties that the 
bosses have had with the unions was over the 
apprenticeship system. The unions allowed 
only Lapprentice to 25 workmen, and the ap- 
prentice must serve two years before being 
allowed to work as a journeyman. That made 
the accession of apprentices 2 per cent. a year 
eut of the total number of workingmen. The 
vacancies that occurred in their ranks were 
about 400, or 10 per cent. of the number of em- 
ployes. Eight per cent. of the vacancies, there- 
fore, bad to be filled every year by employing 
iminigrants at Castle Garden. ; 

The ale brewers of this State and of New- 
Jersey held a meeting yesterday at 2 Irving- 
place, J. M. Knapp of the Albany Brewing Com- 
pany presiding. The members said that to 
contradict the charge that they wanted to break 
up the journeymen’s union, they pledged them- 
selves, during the ensuing year, to pay the same 
rates of wages and work the men the same 
number of hours that has been the rule for the 
last year. 

It was reported that the brewery of C. P. 
Hawkins & Sons, at Forty-first-street and Sev- 
enth-avenue, was being boycotted by the 
Knights of Labor. A demand had been made 
for the discharge of the members of German 
Ale Brewers’ Union No. 1 that were in the brew- 
ery, and when Mr. Hawkins refused to do so the 
Knights struck and asked for a boycott to be 
imposed. The Knights employed in other brew- 
eries were understood to be helping their strik- 
ing brethren in boycotting, 80 the bosses re- 
solved that any employe who shallbe known 
to assist in the boycott is to be immediately dis- 
charged. 

A resolution was also adopted pledging the 
support of the boss brewers to the Albany Brew- 
ing Company. where the Knights struck. Mr. 
nig | said that President O’Connel! of the Ale 
and Porter Employes’ Association, Knights of 
Labor, had declared that the strike at Albany 
did not have the sanction of the association. 
However, the boss ale brewers said that if the 
boycott in Albany is not removed there will be 
a lock-out there also. 

A prominent Knight of Labor connected with 
District Assembly No. 49 said that the order 
Was notin sympathy with the Milwaukee strike 
and boycott, and that a number of Knights were 
working in Milwaukee breweries. The Mil- 
waukee brewers, very many of whom are Social- 
ists and Anarchists, went out of the order be- 
cause Powderly, whom they hated, did not 
favor their theories. In this city, however, the 
Knights sympathized with the beer brewers as 
fellow-workingmen against the oppreasion of 
capital, and they would be bound to help them 
and respond to any order consistent with 
Knights of Labor principles. 


BLAINE’S PHYSIOIAN TALKS. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Dr. G. W. Pope. 
who was Mr. Blaine’s physician when he was in 
Washington, said to a reporter to-night that 
Mr. Blaine was a man of splendid constitution 
when he left here and perfectly free from any 
constitutional disease. He said that the 
only disease that ever trouvled Mr Blaine 
was an occasional attack of dyspepsia and 
rheumatic gout, which affected his feet. 


His kidneys, heart, and all, his organs 
were as sound as a boy’s. The rumors that Mr. 
Blaine had kidney disease and diabetes were un- 
founded. The doctor thought it probable that 
Mr. Blaine was suffering from neryous debility, 
augmented perhaps by a slight attack ordyspep- 
sia, caused by overwork and a failure ‘to take 
sufficient exercise. Dr. Pope attended Mr. Blaine 
at the time of his famous sunstroke 
in June, 1876, and when he was. asked 
about that attack said: ‘‘1 am very glad of this 
opportunity to set that matter right, as it never 
seems to have been thoroughly understood, 
many people claiming that Mr. Blaine feigned 
sunstroke to create sympathy in his canvass for 
the Presidential nomination. It was not 
strictly a case of sunstroke, but heat 
‘stroke, a milder form of sunstroke, and 
was caused by his taking the advice 
ot some foolish friend and wearing heavy flan- 
nel ona day when the thermometer registered 
100°. He fell on the church steps unconscious, 
and remained in that condition until Monaay 
morning. He was insensible to pain and the pu- 
pils of his eyes were insensible to light. Menday 
morning he regained consciousness, but was 
unable to speak, owing to a refusal of that part 
of the brain which is used in controlling the 
organs of speech to act. This condition 1s what 
is calied aphasia and is unusual This wore off 
during the day, however, and he was able to 
articulate by night. So, you see, no matter how 
much Mr. Blaine might have desired to deceive 
= public he could not have fooled his physi- 
cian.’

WARDEN WALSH PUT OUT 


FOROED 10 KESIGN FROM THE 
TOMBS. 
THE ATTEMPT OF THE AUTHORITIES 
TO LET HIM DOWN EASY—TALK 
ABOUT HIS SUCCESSOR. 


Thomas P. Walsh ceased to be the 
Warden of the City Prison, commonly known as 
the Tombs, vesterday afternoon. The Commis- 
sioners of Public Charities and Correction, who 
have been investigating the charges against Mr. 
Walsh, sent a report to the Mayor yesterday at 
noon. This report was as follows: 

Whereas, This board, having examined into the 
charges made by Mr. George PR. Rhodes against 
Warden Thomas P. Walsh of the City Prison of an 
attempt to extort illegal fees, and, in view of the 
fact that Mr. Rhodes had withdrawn the complaint, 
and, it appearing that the Warden's charges were 
disbarsements to the livery stable keeper and to the 
two keepera who had custody of tLe prisoner, and 
that the Warden was to receive no personal benefit 
therefrom, it is hereby 

Resolved, Thatitis the sense of this board that 
the language used by the Warden to Mr. Rhodos, 
in the course of his official business, — 
improper and should not be tolerated; and, while 
the facts do not constitute sufficient cause for his 
removal, we accept his resignation, tendered to us 
this day, to take effect immediately. 

At 6:30 last night Mr. Walsh turned over the 
keys of the Tombs to Charles Osborne, Deputy 
Warden of the penitentiary on Blackwell’s 
Island, who had been appointed by the board to 
act temporarily as Warden of the City Prison. 

it was rumored among politicians early yes- 
terday morning that the report of the board 
would bo adverse to Mr. Walsh, and many of 
the ex-Warden’s friends called at the Tombs to 
consult with or console him. Mr. Walsh was 
not to be found there, however, as he was in 
another peck of trouble at the Coroners’ office, 


where he was a witness in the Pittman inquest 
—a case which many people betleve invuoives 
such gross carelessness in the management of 
the City Prison as made 1t possible for a prisoner 
to commit suicide while under sentence. 

A TIMES reporter saw Mr. Walsh at the Cor- 
oners’ office just after noon and showed him a 
printed statement to the effect that he had 
tendered his resignation as Warden. The re- 
porter asked Mr. Walsh to read the article and 
then say whether the story was true. At this 
time the corpulent ex-Warden was bey He 
heavy frown. He took the printed slip in his 
hand, turned it right side up, then upside down, 
gazed at it a moment and returned it to the 
reporter, saying as he did so, “I can’t read.” 
This statement caused so1ae surprise and the 
reporter read the article aloud. When he had 
finished, Mr. Waleh said: “If you want to find 
oust anything about it goto the Commissioners 
ot Charities and Correction; [have nothing to 
say.’’ 

“T only wished to know whether it was true 
that you have resigned,” the reporter suggested. 

“If I should tell you, you would probably dis- 
tort what I said. The newspapers have ham- 
mered me until now! hope they are satistied. 
They have hed abeut me and they have put lies 
into my mouth until they have accomplished 
what they were after. Vllhave nothing more 
to say to anybedy.” : 

With this Mr. Walsh settled down into his 
chair with a look of determination upon his face 
which changed to an expression of surprise 
when the reporter asked: 

“Was your resignation asked for or was it 
tendered voluntarily ?” 

**T didn’t say I’d resigned,” snapped the then 
ex-Warden. 

“* Youbave practically admitted that you have, 
and you do not deny the published statement to 
that effect,’’ was the response. 

“Well, if any reporters want any further in- 
formation about me or my acts they’ll have to 
go further.” , 

With this the ex-Warden settled still further 
in his chair, uttering, as he did se, an expression 
more profane than an oath and more vulgar 
than billingsgate, 

Mr. Walsh’s resignation was tendered, under 
pressure, at an early hour yesterday morning. 
It was, in fact, the result of a deal, in which Mr. 
Walsh played a very insignificant part person- 
ally. the courage of the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction was not equal to sum- 
marily removing Mr. Walsh, and a diocker was 
resorted to which would let both Mr. Walsh ana 
the board down easily, as it were. This deal 
was to the effect that Mr. Walsh should hand in 
his resignation to take effect at onee, in consid- 
eration for which the board would make a re- 
port exonerating the Warden from the charges 
brought by Mr. Rhodes, which charges were to 
be withdrawn. Another consideration was that 
a Tammany man should receive the permanent 
appointment as Mr. Walsh’s successor. It was 
intimated to Mr. Walsb that any snow of ob- 
stinacy on his part would result in summary 
action by the board. Theresignation was written, 
filed, acted upon, and accepted with remark- 
able celerity, and before noon Deputy Warden 
Osborne of the penitentiary was summoned to 
the board’s headquarters, at Eleventh-street and 
Third-avenue. He was given a sealed letter to 
Mr. Walsh, with instructions to proceed to and 
at once assume charge of the City Prison. Mr. 
Walsh was kept in the Coroners’ office all day, 
however, and it was not until 6:30 that the 
sealed letter was delivered and the formal trans- 
fer of the keys took place. Mr. Walsh said that 
he could not say when he would remove his ef- 
fects from the prison, and as Warden Osborne is 
not in a hurry to take up his quarters there, not 
being certain as to his tenure of office, Mr. 
Walsh will probably be allowed to take bis own 
time for removing his chattels. 

Much surprise was expressed by politicians 
last evening, when the factof Warden Walsh’s 
resignation became known, that ex-Warden 
Finn had not been reappointed to succeed Mr. 
Walsh. It was the general sentiment about 
town that the board lacked the courage to make 
this appointment in view of the fact that 
Fifn was removed from his post as War- 
den of the Tombs for no other purpose 
than to make a place for Walsh. It was a po- 
litical reward to Walsh for services rendered. 
No charges had ever been preferred against 
Warden Finn, who was given a much inferior 
and absolutely useless {position in consideration 
for his removal. In fact, a@ new position was 
created for Finn, who was made a sort of super- 
visor or traveling inspector of all the city prisons 
excepting the Tombs. The salary for this posi- 
tion was fixed at $1,800 per annum, the same 
as that paid to the Warden of the Tombs. The 
latter position, however, it is said, involves 
privileges and perquisites worth from $5,000 
to $10,000 per year to the holder of the office. 
While the position held by Finn is practically a 
sinecure, there is no money in it beyond the 
salary. 

Mr, Walsh was in a very bad humor last even- 
ing. He professed to be indifferent as to the 
report of the Commissioners; said he was tired 
of the place anyway, and thatthe position was 
not worth the incessant worry aud trouble to 
which he had beén subjected. The secret of his 
ill humor came out, however, when the form of 
the Commissioners’ report was discussed. It: 
was evident that Mr. Waish expected a more 
thorough whitewashing than the Commissioners’ 
report gives him. The report is regarded, in 
tact, as @ somewhat remarkable document. It 
dismisses with the utmost brevity some very 
serious charges in the ‘“‘ whereas” that the 
charges have been withdrawn, yet it ‘‘ resolves” 
that one section of the charges show that the 
Warden used grossly improper language which 
should not be tolerated, and that the facts do 
not constitute sufficient cause for removal. 
Finally, in consideration of the facets that the 
charges have been withdrawn and that the 
facts do not constitute sufticient cause for re- 
moval, the Warden's resignation is accepted, to 
take eflect iramediately. 

‘A blind man could read between the lines of 
such a document,” said a Sixth Ward politician 
last night. ‘‘It’s the flimsiest attempt at a 
whitewash that Lever saw. Why, it gives the 
whole ‘snap’ away in every line. If the charges 
are withdrawn why should the Warden be cen- 
sured on one of the minor specifications, and if 
the facts did not constitute sufliciernt cause for 
his removal why should his resignation be ac- 
ceptod to take effectimmediately? Confound it, 
if the charges were withdrawn why should the 
facts be referred to in any way in connection 
with the Warden’s removal? Pshaw! it’s sim- 
ply a kick in Waish’s back because the board 
didn’t dare hit him in the nose!” 

Commissioner Brennan claimed that tho re- 
port was a complete vindication of Mr. Walsh, 
and that there had been no intention of doing 
what politicians call * back-capping.” Commis- 
sioner Porter, however, agreed with a 
suggestion that the report was ‘‘diplo- 
matic.” There was no need, he said, to 
make a voluminous report when a very 
brief one would cover the ground just as well. 
The action of the board had been unanimous 
and the matter was settled. When asked point 
blank if Mr. Walshb’s resignation had been re- 
quested, Commissioner Porter said: ‘* Don’t 
you think he knew enough to offer it without its 
being demanded ?” He would not say yes or no 
to the reporter’s question, but his manner in- 
dicated that the report of the deal mentioned 
above was absolutely correct. None of the 
members of the board would say whether the 
position had been offered to any one, but it was 
learned that 1t had been offered to Dederick, 
popularily known as “ Dick” Knabe, a real 
estate speculator and one of the braves of Tam- 
many. It is said that Mr. Knate has the offer 
of the place under consideration, but owing 
to certain Dusiness enterprises with which 
he is at present connected may not be ahbie to 
position had been offered to any one, but it can 
be stated that it was offered to Dederick, popu- 
larly known as “Dick,” Knabe, the proprietor 
of liquor saloons at the corner of Centre and 
Franklin streets, directly opposite the Tombs 
Prison; at 132 Centre-street, and at 174 Grand- 
street. Knabe is a Tammany brave and has for 
a long time been regarded as one of the quietly 
influential men of that organization. He is a 
liberal contributor of campaign funds, and has 
made a deal of money out of his various liquor- 
selling establishments. At the present time he 
has a number of real estate speculations on hand 


- which require all the attention that he can give 


to them, and for this reason he declined to ac- 
cept the position of Warden of the City Prison. 
He stated last. night that while he was unable to 
say who would get the place he was confident 
that it would go toa Tammany man. He would 
not oxeces any opinion in regard to the action 
of the board. en asked if it did not amount, 
corsage toa removal of Warden Walsh, Mr. 

nabe replied that people could judge of that 
for themselves. The matter was plain enongh 
for anybody. Mr. Osborne’s appointment is 
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only temporary, and he will doubtless be re- 
turned to his post as Deputy Warden of the pen- 
itentiary. In the meantime the only certainty 
about the succession to Mr. Walsh 1s that a Tam- 
many man will get the position—that is, unless 
some further deal changes the present aspect of 
affairs. Mr. Walsh held the post of Warden for 
one year and five months. Some ofthe attacnés 
of the prison expressed regret at learning of his 
resignation, while others looked cautiously out 
from under one corner of one eye —and smiled. 


YIELDING TO REFORM.

THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB’S MODIFIED 
TARIFF RESOLUTIONS. 
Chauncey M. Depew presided last evening 
at the largest meeting of the members of the 
Union League Club which has been held for 
many months. Joseph H. Choate, Judge Gran- 
ville P. Hawes, James C. Carter, the Rev. C. C. 
Tiffany, Dorman B. Eaton, Rush C. Hawk- 
ins, Noah Davis, Edwin Einstein, George 
Montague, Alfred Van Santvoord, James 
M. Requa, Dr. D. B. St. John Roosa, Franeis H. 
Leggett, Charles G. Loudon, A. R. Whitney, and 


other influential members to the number of 300 
or more were present. The question which 
brought them together was the consideration of 
the modified resolutions whicn had been recom- 
mended by the Committee on Political Reform. 
They read: 

Resolved, That we declare our adherence to the 
American system of Federal finance that has: pro- 
vailed since the formation of this Government, viz.. 
that the General Government should bo sustained 
by impost dutios whenever sufficient money can be 
raised from that source for its support. We declare 
the President’s fiscal policy unsound and un-Ameri- 
can in proposing to break down the impost duties 
and continue the internal revenue system because 
of the Treasury surplus. We advocate at the earliost 
practicable day the abolition of the Intvyrnal Reve- 
nue Department of the United States ay the safest 
and wisest way of reducing the surplus in the Treas- 
ury and preserving unimpaired the great principle 
of protection to American industry. 


Resolved, That we advocate the revision of the 
tarilf in such a manner as to correct the injustices 
and inequalities in the present tariff, and also to 
raise the money actually needed by the General Gov- 
ernmept; and that we advocate the adjustment of 
those duties in such mauner as to protect and pro- 
mote American industries. 

Resolved, That we deem it wise Republican policy 
to advocate and enforce, wherever the power exists, 
rigorous and vigerous legislation in the various 
States in favor of taxation of the liquor trafiic to the 
highest degree practicable, to the end that the 
money collected from that source may be applied 
directly to defray the expenses of the pauperism 
and crime that it entails upon the several States. 

At the meeting of the club held on Jan. 12 the 
Committee on Political Reform had recommend- 
ed the adoption of resolutions breathing the 
spirit of high protection and opposing the 
slightest reform in the tariff laws. This was so 
stoutly opposed by Theodore Roosevelt and oth- 
ers that it was not adopted, and the committea 
deemed it wise to make the concession to the 
spirit of reform which appears in the second 
Glause of the new resolutions. 

Last evening the speakers were Joseph H. 
Choate and the Rev. Dr. Tiffany on the side of 
reform, more vigorous and far-reaching than 
that expressed in the new resolutions, and Judge 
Davis and A. R. Whitney in favor of high pro- 
tection. After a dsbate which lasted nearly two 
hours the modified resolutions were adopted. 

Mr. Choate offered and Mr. Carter seconded a 
resolution of respect for the memory of Chief- 
Justice Waite, which said: 


“ Presiding over that august tribunal duringa 
period when great questions of public and constitu- 
tional law were constantly arising which affected 
the interests of the whole people of theUnited States, 
he gave to their solution the best pewers of his 
wind and heart and conscience. n @ generous 
spirit of patriotism, looking only to the public 
good, he forgot that he had ever belonged 
to a party, and as his just and _ high 

urposes were happily shared by his honorable and 

onored associates, their decisions commanded the 
general confidence and contributed in no small 
measure to the national welfare and unity. The 
good and useful work that he did, embodied in the 
30 volumes of reports of the court, are his all-sutii- 
cient monument, and his name will go down to 

osterity beloved and honored as thatof the *Good 
Bhiet Justice.’ " 


Col. Rush C, Hawkins offered resolutions of 
respect for Henry Bergh, which said: 

“ We willever holdin grateful remembrance his 
sacrifice of self and his earnest devotion throngh 
good and evil report, always standing bravely 
against the scoffs and ridicule of the vicious and 
thoughtless, often under malign circumstances, that 
would have discouraged most men, to one of the 
noblest objects ever promoted by man.”’

OVER A HUNDRED YEARS. 

Mrs. Florence Schlamm, who recently 
celebrated her one hundred and second birthday, 
died Wednesday night of gastritis at the resi- 
dence of her only living daughter, Mrs. Morris 
Taylor, 1,051 Lexington-avenue. She had been 
ill only three weeks and could move about 
the house up to the time that she 
Was taken ill. In the account given in 


THE TIMES on the occasion of the cele- 
bration of her one hundred and second birthday 
many of her remarkable characteristics were set 
forth. She had the possession of her faculties to 
the last, and on the ovening that she died she 
requested the family who stood about her bed- 
side to retire, saying to them that she could not 
bear to have them see her die. 

Mrs. Schlamm was born Feb. 27, 1786, at 
Jerkow, a small place in the German province 
of Posen, near the Russian frontier, and it was 
here that she remembers seeing Napoleon pass 
on his way to Moscow. She came to New-York 
from Jerkow in 1847, and rememberec how 
she used to speak of going out to 
take a stroll up through the “village,” 
now the Ninth Ward, to MTwenty-third- 
street. Her descendants number 130, and 
at her last birthday celebration, Feb. 27, 1888, 
tive generations were gathered together. She 
came of a long-lived family, for her father died 
at the ageof116 and her grandfather at 112. 
She was good at games, particularly poker, 
read, or rather had the newspapers read to 
her, a8 she never entirely mastered the 
English language, and particularly ad- 
mired President Cleveland. She had not 
been outof the house in five years, had en- 
joyed good health, detested medicine, and used 
to say that her one remedy for illness was to 
fast a whele day and she would ‘‘come around 
all rignt.” She used to attend her temple 
regularly until four years ago, after which 
she drew her religious consolation from 
the Talmud, which she read devotedly. 
Her oldest living sor, to whom she gave birth 
when she was 52 years old, is Louis Schlamm, 
clerk in the City Court. Among her descend- 
ants are Max Silberstein, a Church-street tm- 
porter, the Tayler brothers, Bowery mer- 
chants; Samuel Posner, a Baltimore mer- 
chant, and Isaac Posner of New-Bruns- 
wick, who is her  -oldeat grandchild. 
She was also the aunt of the celebrated scientist 
Prof. Henry Graetz of the University of Breslau. 
The funeral wili take place this morning at 9:30 
atthe residence of her daughter, Mrs. Taylor, 
1,051 Lexington-avenue, and the Revs. Henry

WORKINGMEN THINK HE IS HELPING 
THE REPUBLICANS. 

The Central Labor Union held a special 
meeting last evening to discuss the advisabllity 
of taking independent political action for the 
election of Assemblymen and Senators. The 
adherents of the Barnes-McGiynn faction of 
the United Labor Party knew that this meant 4 
revolution against their sway and. fought the 
proposition, especially when a resolution was 
submitted stating that in July, 1886, the Central 
Labor Union advised taking political action to 


advance the interests of organized labor; that 
the candidate who was nominated for Mayor at 
a convention called under the auspices of tne 
union polled 68,000 votes in the name of the 
United Labor Party; that differences have 
arisen for whieh the Central Labor Union can- 
not be held responsible, and the movement so 
auspiciously begun has fallen into disrup- 
tion and into the hands of the enemies 
of trade and labor organizations; therefore the 
delegates to the Central Labor Union repudiate 
any connection with the United Labor Party held 
and therefore the union cannot be responsible 
for its action. There was a long fight, but the 
resolution was adopted by a vote of 26 to 5. 

Then Delegate Barr offered aresolution worded 
in like manner to the first, but substituting the 
name of the Progressive Labor Party for the 
United Labor Party. He was declared out of 
order because the Progressive Party was ex- 
tinct and had not been created by the Central 
Labor Union. 

Another delegate then moved that the Central 
Labor Union should not take any political ac- 
tion. Delegate Pluilip Kelly vigorously de- 
nounced Gaybert Barnes and his gang, who, 
while ne were going to carry on an active 
canvass for Presidential candidate in New- 
York, New-Jersey, Connecticut, and Indiana, 
where the vote was close, so as to throw those 
States into the hands of the Republicans, had 
decided to do nothing in Massachusetts and 
other States that were undoubtedly Republican, 
That, declared Mr. Kelly, was a transparent at- 
tempt to sell out to the Republicans.

IN LODGINGS AT THE TOMBS 


UME. DIS... DEBARSS SPIRIT 
AIDS DESERT HER. 
HELP FROM THE LIVING ALSO NOT AT 
HAND—LANGUISHING IN PRISON FOR 
LACK OF PALTRY BAIL. \ 


There isa wide and appalling difference 
between oa luxuriously-furnished mansion in 
Madison-avenue and a scantily-furnished room 
at Police Headquarters. Mme. Dis Debars has 
bad an opportunity of gauging the difference, 
as she spent Wednesday night at Police Head- 
quarters. Last night she had aa opportunity of 
exercising hor mental faculties in contrasting 
her daintily-furnished apartments in the house 
presented to her by Luther R. Marsh for a tem- 
pie of spiritism with the female department of 
the Tombs prison. The ehange was not to her 
taste, for though, as a child of fortune, she has 
more than once experienced the buffets of 
world that demanded substance when she of- 
fered something less material, she had never 
reached such a height of prosperity as that from 
which she has just fallen. 

But in spite of the suddenness and extent of 
her fall, Mme. Dis Debars has not yet visibly 
quailed. She has lost something of the domi- 
neering spirit of the woman who felt that at 
last she had fortune within her grasp, but it has 


not occurred to her that the proper moment for 
supplication has arrived. That her manner is 
less repellent than heretofore to those from 
whom she expects no favors 1s simply due to 
her native shrewdness. Diplomacy, not tem- 
per, is Mme. Dis Debars’s present réle, and she 
may be expected to play it in astyle that will 
delight every one of her dupes and perhaps 
cause some little inconvenience to those who 
are actuated in the fizht against her by the most 
praiseworthy motives. 

In the expeetation that she and her confréres 
would be examined before Justice Kilbreth, at 
the Spevial Sessions Court room, in the Tombs, 
yesterday morning, there was a great throng 
there by 10 o’clock. ‘*Gen.” Dis Debars, 
Frank Lawrence, who has dubbed himself 
**dootor,” and Frank Lawrence, Jr., were taken 
from Police Headquarters to the Tombs on @ 
street car, in charge of Detectives Heidelberg, 
Creed, and Hurd. Their appearance denoted 
that they had not slept well. The star of the 
combination, who followed, was taken to court 
by Inspector Byrnes, not in @& carriage, as 
she had expected, but in «a street Car. 
She looked in much better trim than her 
confederates. She was enveloped in a blue 
cloth cloak, fastened at the throat with a large 
oxidized silver button. Her bonnet was of vel- 
vet ot the poke variety. It was lined with dark 
red velvet and surinounted by a brown ostrich 
feather. On her hands were mosquetaire tan 
gloves. She had held a long conversation at 
Police Headquarters with Inspector Byrnes and 
had shown hima sachel full of letters which 
she had received from believers. 

Upon arriving atthe Tomvs and stepping in- 
side the bar she selected a chair that stood near 
the door and dropped into it gently, for the 
chair did not look strong. ‘‘Gen.” Dis Debars 
took a chair at her left. He is below themedium 
height and of rather slight build. He is quite 
as oldag, perhapsia trifie older than, his wife, and, 
unlike hers, his hair is gray. His mustache 
and pointed beard are also gray. The tone of 
the man generally is gray. He may be the Mad- 
ame’s husband; it wasevident at a glance that 
he was not her master. The Lawrences, father 
and son, touk chairs to the left andin advance 
of the star and her husband. The father’s face 
looked worn and anxious. 

Mme. Dis Debars was asked by Justice Kil- 
breth if she were represented by counsel. She 
answered afiirmatively, but added that her 
counsel, John G. Boyd, was at present in New- 
Jersey. He had been telegraphed for. Her ar- 
rest had been made so suddenly, she said, and 
Was such an unexpected outrage that she had 
not had sufficient time to consult with her law- 
yer or make any preparation for defense. 

Thestar had said her gay, and sank back calmly 
into her chair. Her eyes flashed as Lawyer 
William F. Howe, in the plainest of English, de- 
acribed her as an adventuress who had been at 
large too long for the public goud, He had been 
retained for the prosecution, he said, by 
prominent members of the New-York Bar. They, 
in common with the rest of the community, had 
been shocked that a man of the standing of 
Luther R. Marsh should be so completely under 
the dominion of a creature who said that she 
was a daughter of Lola Montez andof Ludwig L., 
King of Bavaria, and who had also called her- 
self the Countess of Langteldt. Hs would prove 
that the woman was bortu in Kentucky and that 
she had been an adventuress and a pretender 
trom her youth. He desired to prove one epi- 
sode in her history by presenting the following 
affidavit: 

State of New-York, City and County of New-York, 
Firat District Police Court, 8s: 

Editha Gilbert Montez of 26 West Twelfth-street, 
being duly sworn, deposes and says that on or 
about the 26th day of May, 1870, at the city of 
New-York, in the county of New-York, she deliv- 
ered to Victoria C. Woodhull, at her placeof busi- 
ness, and that of her copartner, Tennie Claflin, 44 
Broad-street, three soutaire diamonds, set in a gold 
ring, of the value of $4,000, aud a quantity of 
United States Treasury notes amounting tu the sum 
of $2,000, the whole being of the value of $6,000. 
That the said Victoria induced deponent to part 
with the possession of the said property by 
stating that they would not be safe in 
leponent’s keeping while sie was_ traveling, 
as she was then about todo, and thatshe, Victoria 
C. Woodhull, would keep the same safely until such 
time as depunent would wish them; that deponent, 
relying upon the statements and inducements 
held out by the said Victoria, so delivered to her 
the said diamonds and Treasury notes of the said 
value, and, although deponent has demanded the 
same from the said Victuria, she refuses to 
fleliver the same to her, and conceals the same 
trom her, De;onent therefore prays that the 
said Victoria may be arrested and dealt with as the 
‘aw directs. EDITHA GILBERT MONTEZ,

Having read the affidavit, Mme. Dis Debars 
listening with compressed lips, Mr. Howe said 
that the complaint to which it related had been 
dismissed, For the protection of adeluded man 
and of the public generally the woman should 
be placed on the stand for examination on the 
charge of conspiracy that had been brought 
Qgainst her. 

Justice Kilbreth decided to adjourn the hear- 
Ing until 2 o'clock in order to give the defend- 
ants time to secure counsel. 

Promptly at 2 o’clock the defendants were in 
court. They were accompanied by John D. 
Townsend, who satat Mme. Dis Debars’s right 
hand, and was counsel for her and her.three con- 
federates. Her brother, George T. C. Salomon, 
and John W. Randolph, whom she had engaged 
as @ llanager,and upon whose affidyvits the 
charge of conspiracy is based, were alse.’ court, 
but sat outside the bar. 

“Are you ready?” inquired Justice Kilbreth, 
looking at Mr. Townsend. 

“No, Sir,”” was the reply. ‘I am not ready. 
IThave only seen the lady for about five min- 
utes, and, besides, I have been sick for several 
weeks. I wish the examination could be poat- 
poned for two or three days.” 

Mr. Howe expressed himself as perfectly will- 
Ing that the court should grant a postponement, 
thougn he was ready to proceed. 

It was finally agreed that the examination 
should be deferred until Wednesday morning. 

Then Mr. Townsend said: ‘Now, your Honor, 
in regard to bail.” 

“Your Honor will consider the amount of 
preperty ag stake,” added Mr. Howe. 

Mr. Townsend—The question in the Case is 
whether the charge can be considered conspiracy 
or larceny. 

Mr. Howe—If by conspiracy they obtained the 
saline amount of property as they could have 
got by larceny the bail should be proportionate 
to the amount obtained. This defendant has 
not only secured the deed of a house, but has 
got hold of considerabis more out of Mr. Marsh. 

Mr. Townsend—If the property were found in 
the possession of the prisoner Mr. Howe might 
be right. 

Mr. Howe—If Mr. Townsend had had time to 
read the complaint he would see that the de- 
‘endant has in her possession the deed of a 
20use Valued at $60,000, and owned by Mr. 
Marsh. 

Mr. Townsend—The person who is alleged to 
aave been swindied is not here. The fermer 
owner of this house does not make this charge. 
= is made by others who have not been swin- 

lec. 

Mr. Howe—The gist of the charge is that 
through the operation of the sway of this woman 
over Lutber R. Marsh she has made him,to allin- 
tents and purposes, a lunatic. Though the luna- 
tic may say, * I gave these things,” the law sees 
they were obtained as against the will of a per- 
son not a lunatic. 

Mr. Townsend cited the case of W. H. Mum- 
jaer, who figured as a Spiritualist some years 
1g0, and whom he defended against a charge of 
»btaining money under false pretenses. The 
tharge was brought by Mayor Oakey Hall 
through his private secretary, Commodore 
Tooker. It had been dismissed. 

Justice Kilbreth said he would place Mme. 
Dis Debars under $5,000 bail, her husband un- 
der the saine amount, and the Lawrences under 

2,000 each. 

A gray-headed man who had been talking 
pagerly with Mine. Dis Debars, and who gave 
dis name aa Titus Merritt, at once left the room. 
He returned in 15 minutes. He had been trying 
jo get bail and had failed. 

The quartet were taken downstairs. Mme. 
Dis Debars was placed in the female department 
»f the Tombs, where there are no cells. “Gen.” 
Dis Debara was put Into Cell 67, Frank Lawrence 
nto Cell 76, and Frank Lawrence, Jr., into 
Cell 83. 

At5o’clock yesterday afternoon the dinner 
table at Mme. Dis Debars’s easily-acquired man- 
Bion, 166 Madison-avenue, was set for five per- 
sons, as if the Madaine, her three confederates, 
aud Mr. Marsh were expected home in time to 
take their evening meal. Mr. Marsh was notin 
the house. It was occupied by the servants and 
<b rpg Dis Debars’s two children, Lola and 

Odo.

HOW ‘“‘DEACON” WHITE ABSORBED HIS

Robert C. Hilliard attracted consider- 
able attention as! he rode down town 
yesterday morning. He wore an English 
tan-colored top coat over his English 
suit, the left,lapel of whitch was adorned 
with alarge yellow rose. His coat and waist- 
coat were very black and his trousers were very 
light. His derby hat was brown. His cane was 
as thick as a baseball club. A meek and sub- 
servient valet sat beside him bearing his silk 


umbrella. The valet and the umbrella, like 
everything else about Mr. Hilliard, even his 
accent, were English. 

When the oar had got as near to the City Hall 
as it could Mr. Hilliard alighted. His valet 
hoisted the umbrella and held it over his mas- 
ter’s head, and they walked to Judge Nehrbas’s 
part of the City Court.

James B. Butler, the counsel of Brother-in-Law

UNDER FALLING WALLS. 
FOUR WORKMEN INJURED, ONE OF

The crashing of falling timbers startled 
the people in the neighborhood of Broadway and 
Twenty-eighth-street yesterday morning at 
10:40 o’elock, and the clang of a truck company 
and ambulance immediately after told the story 
of another collapsed building and injured work- 
men.

other organizations asa place of meeting as weil 
as dining. The owners decided to remodel the 
house, place a store underneath and bachelor 
apartments above. Erasmus D. Gafnsey took 
the contract to repair the building, and Fere- 
man William Campbell of 556 Ninth-avenus 
took charge of the men who were to make the 
repairs. 

They began operations by shoring up the 
weak wall, butinso doing managed to throw 
the weight of the roof and heavy timbers on 
the opposite wall. This wasin tho rear of the 
building. The strainon the wall was evidently 
too much, for a section of the fourth and third 
stories collapsed, witha great crash, carrying 
with it four workingmen and piling upa great 
mass of débrisin the yards of several houses 
in the rear. 

Joseph Fagetchi, who lived at Thompson and 
Broome streets, was caught by a falling timber, 
and when taken out of the ruins had _ received 
fractures of the skull ana of his hips. His death 
will probably bo the only fatal result of the ac- 
cident. Joseph Keller of 1 Macdougal-street 
received bruises on the back and the doctors at 
the New-York Hospital, where he was taken, 
were afraid there might be also internal injuries. 
Bassi Nicoli of 67 Sullivan-street and John 
Phillips, other workmen on the building, were 
cut aud bruised, but not dangerously 80, and 
were able to are to the hospital without 
help, where their injuries were dressed. 

Mrs. Zarah Cranni was sitting at a window in 
the rear of Morelli’s restaurant building when 
the crash came. Four bricks and « large piece 
of stone smashed in the window, but did not 
strike her. The lady was so frightened, how- 
ever, that it brought on premature delivery, 
and her condition was rendered critical. She 
rallied afterward and is not in imminent dan- 
ger. A workman on the roof of the building 
saved himself by jumping to a littie house 30 
foet below him and received slight injury. 

The falling timbers and brick carried away 
the bay window of a house next to Morelli’s, oc- 
eupied by Mr. Peck, and several windows in ad- 
jacent houses were broken. A smal) extension 
of Morelli’s restaurant used as a storeroom 
was also carried away. The call for assistance 
was quickly responded to. A policeman Duta 
new signal box of the Nineteenth Precinct to 
good use. It worked right, and Sergts. Schmitt- 
berger and Sheldon were on hand almost as 
quick as the fire apparatus. The police 
in a trice cleared out the people from Mo- 
relli’s, got the injured men out of the 
ruins, and held a great struggling crowd in 
check. The firemen hauled down the projecting 
roof, that was in a dangerous condition, and 
made safe the loose timbers that seemed ready 
to fall. The police also placed under arrest Mr. 
Garnsey and his foreman, William Campbell, 
after consultation. They were afterward taken 
down to the Coroners’ office, and, after a slight 
examination by Coroner Eidman, allowed to go 
on their own recognizance. They will be pres- 
ent again this morning. They had little to say 
about the accident and were much surprised at 
it. 

Morelli suffered from damage to his exten- 
siou and Joss of business in the neighborhood to 
the extent of $4,000, and the damage to build- 
ings adjoining will foot up $800 more. The 
building which fell sustained damage to the 
amount of $2,000. The waiters and kitchen 
helpin Smith & Green’s restaurant, in Broad- 
way, which juts back to the rear of 8 East 
Twenty-eighth-street, were all ordered out by the 
police, and for a time kept from their work. 
Superintendent D’Oench of the Building De- 
partment will investigate the accident. The In- 
spector on duty in the district, Thomas J. 
Cockerill, had recently visited the building and 
found everything going on all right at that 
time. Carelessness In the manner of shoring up 
the west wall after the rear wall had been re- 
moved, and subjecting it to too great a strain, 
is the most plausible cause of the disaster. 
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STEALING A SURGEON'S TOOLS. 
A STUDENTS THEFT FROM THE LOOMIS 
LABORATORY. 

The authorities at University Medical 
College, in East Twenty-sixth- street, have been 
much exercised over a robbery of valuable sur- 
gical instruments committed by one ef the 
students. Whatis known as the Loomis Labo- 
ratory was recently built and added to the col- 
lege buildings, and aroom init which was spe- 
cially set apart for Prof. Loomis’suse furnished 
by him with valuable surgical implements. A 


few weeks ago he discovered that a number of 
the instruments, a large pair of balance scales, 
quantities of chemicals, and other articles were 
missing. The janitor and other persons con- 
nected with the building were called upon to 
explain what had become of the ar‘icles, but as 
no light could be thrown onthe mystery, the 
Professer reluctantly placed the matter in the 
hands of Capt. Clinchy of the Eighteenth Pre- 
cinct, and told him that the stolen property was 
valued at about $1,000. 

Detective Wade, with little or no ground upor 
which to work, fora while was completely be- 
fogged. He visited all the pawnshops but was 
unable to discover any trace of the stolen prop- 
perty. He all along, however, was firmly con- 
vinced that some oue connected with the college 
had committed the robbery, and so expressed 
his opinion. Every endeavor was made to keep 
the matter secret, but the story of the robbery 
and the fact that a detective was making an in- 
vestigation eventually leaked out. This had the 
effect of frightening the cuilty person, and one 
day last week a large portion of the stolen in- 
struments was sent to the Eighteenth Precinct 
Police Station with information which enabled 
Detective Wade to recover the temainder in 
Newark. 

The articles were returned to Prof. Loomis 
and, Wednesday, the culprit was arrested. Yes- 
terday he was arraigned, but as the stolen prop- 
erty had all been recovered and there was no 
desire to blight the young man’s prospects, 
neither Prof. Loomis nor the college officials 
would make any charge and he was consequent- 
ly discharged. 
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BISHOP COXE ON CHUROA UNITY. 

Bishop Coxe of the Diocese of Western 
New-York delivered the first lecture before the 
Chureh Club last evening at Christ Church, 
Fifth-avenue and Thirty-fifth-street. The age, 
he said, was grievous to Christians, in that it 
was indifferent, coldly skeptical, or malevo- 


lently hostile to lasting concerns. Yet there 
was no real ground for despondency, for never 
had faith, zeal, learning, and genius been more 
earnestly enlisted than nowon the side of Di- 
vine revelation. Referring to the demand for 
church unity, he said that, in spite of schisms 
and criticisms, Christians must not surrender 
the vital unity of the church to any mere hand- 
shaking fraternity, which ignores the creed and 
the sacraments. Let organic unity be secured, 
allowing the largest freedom of details. Ref- 
ormation must be incomplete until crowned 
with positive conformity to the pat- 
tern in the Sermon on the Mount, for 
which @ negative protest had too long been sub- 
stituted. The Episcopal Church, the lecturer 
said, had not asked others to become Episcopa- 
lians, but it was practically committea to such 
positions aS were sustained by Scripture and 
ancient authors. By the destruction of ancient 
polity divisions had been created. A return to 
this system would solve all difficulties. Catholic 
unity could not be restored on any other basis. 
The largest variety of worship, the freest range 
in theology, the widest concessjiona to individu- 
alisw, were consistent with the great idea of a 
eatholic chureh, and that church required a 
conformity so large and liberal that nothing had 
ever been contrived to compare with it. The 
church called for areturn to the historic sys- 
tein. On that demand there could be no compro- 
mise, whatever else might-be waived. 

The next lecture will be delivered on Monday 
evening by the Rev. Dr. Ritchie of the General 
Thevlogical Seminary.

At a meeting of representatives of the in- 
surance companies doing business in Brooklyn

The subject was favorably dis- 
cussed, and a committee of seven, consisting of 
Messrs. Silvey of the German-American Compa- 
ny, Hoyt of the London and Liverpool, Dutcher 
of the Continental, Townsend of the City, Hen- 
shaw of the Royal, Pollock of the Niagara, and 
Crolius of the American was appointed to re- 
ceive suggestions and formulate a plan for fur- 
ther discussion. Thiscommittee, when ready to 
report, will call another meeting. 

Brooklyn is one of the few large cities that hag 
no fire-patrol system. The admirable operation 
of the system elsewhere suggested the present 
effort. Yesterday’s discussion left the inference 
that the committee will report in favor of estab- 
lishing a patrol over a radius of abouta mile 
from the Brooklyn City Hall. This will include 
the business centre of that city and the ware- 
house district, which is in urgent need of im- 
proved protection.

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THE REVIVAL JUBILEE. 
CELEBRATING THE CONVERSION OF ONE 
THOUSAND PERSONS. 

The Jane-Street Methodist Episcopal 
Church, near Eighth-avenue, was crowded yes- 
terday with participants in the jubilee celebra- 
tion in honor of the conversion of 1,000 persons 
in the recent revival services conducted by the 
young revivalist, Thomas Harrison, who has 
been engaged in the work for the last 12 weeks. 
The jubilee was begun on Wednesday 
and will continue until 12 o'clock this 
evening. The services yesterday began 
at 6 o’clock in ‘the worning with a 
praise service, the chief character of which was 


the singing of ag by the congregation and 
prayer by Stephen Merritt, the Pastor of the 
church. At the conclusion of the praise service 
Mr. Uarrison extended the usual invitation to 
those of the congregation who had not as yet 
confessed conversion and who desired to do so 
to come forward to the altar and make their 
public avowal. In response to his eall many 
responded and assembled about the chancel 
rail, where they were formally acknowledged. 
At10o’clock the services were further con- 
ducted by another praise meeting, when the 
Rev. H. C. McBride of the Newark Conference 
preached on the topic of ‘Christ Supreme,” and 
the Rev. E. Davis of Boston spoke a few mo- 
mente onthe scope of the work and its real 
signiticance. 

In the afternoon the Rev. H. C. McBride made 
an appeal for a “Higher Life.” Amens and 
hallelujahe arose almost continuously from his 
audience. Toward the close he grew pathetic, 


‘and many bandkerchiefs could be seen wiping 


away tears while the air was filled with sobs 
and groans. As he finished,:the congregation 
sent up an almost unanimous sigh, while fre- 
quent “ hallelujahs” were shrilly shouted from 
the different portions of the church. The church 
was decorated prettily with flowers, the only 
change from their appearance of Wednesday 
being the addition of the word “ Hallelujah” in 
crimson immortelles over the word ‘“‘ Jubilee” on 
the floral shield back of the pulpit. Mr. Harri- 
son then spoke of the success of the revival and 
the Rev. A. B. Kendig related some anecdotes in 
connection with his long service in evangelical 
work. In front of the pulpit the railed inclosure 
was filled with clergymen and laymen, among 
whom were the Rev. Bidwell Lane, the Rev. J. 
B. Brady, the Rev. William P. Corbit, and the 
Rev. A. C. Morehouse. 

At 7:30 the services of the day were con- 
tinued and the congregation listened with un- 
flagging interest to the earnest appeals of Mr. 
Harrison and the Rev. W. P. Corbit of Brooklyn. 
The exercises of the evening closed with an 
altar service, during which many penitent con- 
verts made their public confession. To-day the 
jubilee will continue, and it is expected that the 
Rev. T. De Witt Talmage will preach the jubilee 
sermon this afternoon. 


A NATIONAL ANNIVERSARY. 
OUTLINING THE PROCESSION AND ADD- 
ING TO THE COMMITTEES. 

The committee of citizens which have in 
charge the arrangements for the celebration of 
the one hundredth anniversary of the inaugura- 
tion of George Washington, April 30, 1889, met 
in Mayor Hewitt’s oftice yesterday. Philip 
Schuyler presented a report from the Sub-Com- 


mittee on Military Display, with the following 
recommendations: 


. 

“In the opinion of your committee the column 
that would fittingly celebrate ithe centennial of 
the inauguration of George Washington as Presi- 
aqent of the United States should combine the 
features of a century’s growth, and they accordingly 
recommend that the scope of the provession be com- 
mensurate with them; that the military parade be 
complete, and that military contrasts be studied; 
that the different industries of the Nation and the 
different arms of the national service be typified by 
emblems appropriately interspersed; that the vari- 
ous handicrafts be represented; that the rational 
schools of literature, science, and arts be recognized, 
and that organizations and memorial societies, 
whether military, civic, religious, political, or char- 
itable, be invited as abstracts of the time.” 

It is suggested that the stands for reviewing 
purposes should be placed in Wall-street as 
near as possible to the Sub-Treasury Building. 
The cost of these stands and other necesyary 
aor ineidental to the parade will be at 

east $70,000. 

Chairman Stuyvesant Fish, on behalf of the 
Committee on Entertainment, sent in a report 
selecting the evening of April 29, 1889, as the 
night for the Centennial ball, to which all the 
dignitaries of the United States are to be invit- 
ed, and the. night of April 30 as the occasion for 
the banquetin bonor of the President of the 
United States. Besides the proceeds from the 
sale of tickets to the ball and other entertain- 
ments the committee ask for $20,000. 

Both these reports were adopted. Elbridge T. 
Gerry, on behalf of the Executive Committee, 
reported that the bills making April 30, 1889, 
a legal holiday, app: opriating $30,000 of State 
money for the expenses of the celebration, and 
authorizing the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment in this city to appropriate money on 
behalf of this city, were on the order of third 
reading in the Assembly.
